Although the developing 
countries account for less than 
one fifth of the world’s commer- 
cial energy demand -- used 
mostly for transport and 
industrial purposes -- they have 
been hardest hit by the energy 
crisis of the early 1970's. 

The oil price increases in 
1973-74 crumbled the econo- 
mies of some otherwise improv- 
inq economies in developing 
countries. 

And it was no surprise that 11 
African countries on May 31 
converged at Kwacha Interna- 
tional Conference Centre in 
Blantyre to discuss ways of 
harnessing power from. their 
abundant rivers. 

Sponsored by the Canadian 
Government through its Interna- 
tional Development Age’ y 
(CIDA), the seminar covere. 
wide ranging area of hydro- 
electric power systems’ and 
pursued a delicate programme of 
training aimed at revitalising their 
respective power systems. 

The rivers of Africa -- most.of 
them with hydro-power potentia- 
lity have been there time imme- 
morable but the countries lack 
technology. 

That was why the Canadian 
Government offer to sponsor the 
two-week seminar was greeted 
with overwhelming enthusiasm 
so much so that all 11 countries 


sent 30 electricians to the 
Blantyre seminar. 

The countries are Tanzania, 
Keriya, Uganda, Zambia, Zimba- 
bwe, Angola, Swaziland, Lesotho, 
Botswana, Mozambique '=§ and 
Malawi. 

For two weeks these electri- 
cians walked from their hotels to 
the Import and Export Training 
Centre -- where the seminar 
moved after the opening cere- 
mony -- to hear from and share 
knowledge with engineers from 
Canada. 

One of the seminar organisers, 
Mr. George Scruton, an engineer 
with Shawinigan Engineering 
Company, said the highest level 
of technical capability in power 
systems was needed in the 
region. 

In this respect the Canadian 
Government has agreed to spon- 
sor similar seminars every two 
years, the Canadian High Com- 
missioner to Malawi, Mr. C. D. 
Forgerty says. 

Faced with the current econo- 
mic trend, not only in this part of 
Africa but throughout the world 
due to the rising oil prices and the 
dwindling prices of export crops 
and minerals at the international 
markets, who would not see it fit 
to generate localiy available 
cheap power? 

This has been the central 
theme behind and throughout the 
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organisation of the seminar on 
regional power systems in this 
region. The countries involved 
Saw no way out but to resort to 
their rivers to stem their energy 
costs in the interest of generaiing 
self-sustaining and self- 
sufficient economic development. 

The knowledge gained enables 
these countries to exploit their 
abundant water power resources 
for their industries and perhaps 
heip them launch small-scale 
hydro-projects for the benefit of 
the rural population. 


it is imperative, therefore, for 
the participating countries to 
appreciate the assistance given 
by Canada by implementing and 
maintaining the knowledge 
gained at its highest level. 

And the promise by the 
Canadian Government for spon- 
sorship of sich seminars gives 
room for improvement. Not oniy 
for the industrial sector but it also 
gives hope that the majority of the 
population living in rural areas 
will use hydro-electricity one day. 

The fact that this is at regional 
level makes it more important. It 
is evident that regional Ccoopera- 
tion in the field of power has been 
established. 

The seminar provided the elec- 
tricians with enhanced technical 
know-how on the latest innova- 
tions on the installation and 
maintainance of power systems. 
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And the trainers from Shawi:..-.. 
Engineering Company in Mon- 
treal, Canada, made sure to 
deliver the goods. 

As it was put by Mr. H. S. 
Makina, Acting Under Secretary 
for Power in the Ministry of 
Industry and Energy Develop- 
ment in Zimbabwe: “in Africa 
where you are not exposed to 
advanced technology. a meeting 


with those from better developed 
countries helps greatly to put you 
in proper perspective.” 

He said all delegates had felt 
the need to improve their res- 
pective power systems. It also 
encouraged them to share their 
power resources within the 
region to strengthen the co- 


operation that is sought by their 
countries’ leaders. 

A development engineer in the 
Swazi Electricity Board, Mr. T. 
Diamini, was quick to note that 
the seminar had been educative, 
inspiring and “‘just the right sort 
of material for upcoming African 
engineers in power systems.” 

Closing the seminar on June 
11, a senior official in Malawi's 
Department of Statutory Bodies 
said technical cooper::. 
should be intensified amorco 
Southern and Eastern African 
countries to enable maximum 
usage of the region’s natural 
resources® 














ROAD TRANSPORTERS' PROBLEMS AiRED AT SEMINAR

Lack of uniform prices, 
limitation of peak business 
periods and late payment by 
some governments made trans- 
portation business unprofitab'2 
for some transporters. 

A one-day seminar convened 
by the Road Transport Operators’ 
Association in Malawi in mid June 
brought to light all these as 
problems transporters face in 
their business. 

Two senior officials in the 
eight-nation Southern § African 
Sub-regional Transit Transport 
Project being aided by the United 
Nations Development Pro- 
gramme (UNDP) and executed by 
the United Nations Conference 
on Trade and Development 
(UNCTAD) were the-= = main 
speakers at the seminar 

Members of the project are 
Botswana. Lesotho. Malawi, 
Mozambique, Swaziland, 
Tanzania, Zambia and Zimbabwe. 

To determine whether they 
were making profit or losses, 
transporters have to account for 
fuel, oil, maintainance, operating 
and maintainance costs, Mr. S. A. 
Bagha, the project's road 
transport specialist advised. 

Transporters have no uniform 
charges leading to others bidding 
low transport charges in order to 
get more contracts but operating 
at a loss. Another disadvantage 
for transporters not having 
uniform prices is_ that. the

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businessmen are not able to 
bargain with their prospective 
clients on a stronger position: 
they are mostly at the disadvan- 
tage, the seminar agreed. 

Malawi is an_— agricultural 
country whose agricultural pro- 
duce ripens or is harvested in 
some certain months of the year. 
These five months therefore con- 
stitute the country’s busy agricul- 
tural season and more business 
for transporters. And during the 
other months they are without 
business - but that is a natural 
phenomenon that cannot be 
blamed on anyone. 

Transporters doing inter- 
territorial operations also 
complained at the seminar that 
some governments involved in 
business with them did not make 
prompt payments, forcing tran- 
sporters to carry goods to those 
places but returning unloaded. 

On this problem, Mr. A. M. 
Monyz2ke, Project Manager, said 
that a suggestion had already 
been put forward to governments 
in the sub-region for their central 
banks to consider creating a one- 
formula accounts system. 

He said the project had a task 
of eliminating some of these 
problems that impede the 
smooth-running of external trade. 

When the export component is 
not functioning properly, the 
governments’ suffer economi- 
cally, h2 observed. 

The UNDP-UNCTAD Transit 
Transp rt Project was started in 
1980 and has since’ been 
involvea in investigating trans- 
portation in the sub-region and 
making recommendations to 
member governments®

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IMPERIALIST MANEUVERS FOR NAMIBIA SOLUTION CONDEMNED

[Text] Despite the optimistic tone in the major Western news media, which 

are attempting to create an artificial picture of the progress of the current 
negotiations in New York, the process of achieving independence for Namibia 
continues to be delayed by a series of maneuvers conducted by imperialist cir- 
cles, specifically by the United States. 


Noteworthy among these maneuvers is the constant pressure from the U.S. 
administration to have the People's Republic of Angola agree to the with- 
drawal of the internationalist Cuban forces from its country while the 

South African troops are being withdrawn from Namibia. This is the already 
notorious "parallelism," recently promoted by the United States, according 
to which the two problems, although handled through different channels, 
should be resolved simultaneously. As is easily seen, this theory is highly 
devious, since it is aimed solely at maintaining the appearance that no 
direct connection is being made between the two issues, although in practice 
the current U.S. administration persists in this intentional confusion 

of the two. The purpose is obvious: To weaken the People's Republic of 
Angola and make it vulnerable to South African aggression, if not completely 
destroy it. 


Thus, there is clearly an umbilical connection between the U.S. imperialist 
maneuvers and the creation, through the powerful propaganda machine in 

its service, of a false climate of progress in the discussions taking place 
now in New York. The apparent intent is to make the People's Republic 

of Angola responsible for a possible impasse in the negotiations by refusing 
to give in to North American pressure. 


As the Angolan and Cuban governments have reiterated countless times, whether 
the Cuban forces stationed in Angola remain there or withdraw is a bilateral 
matter between two sovereign states, as stipulated in Article 51 of the 

UN Charter. Contrary to what is asserted in imperialist circles, it bears 

no connection whatever with the problem of Namibian independence. 











Actually, the Namibian problem is strictly colonial in nature, and the 

UN resolution which ended the mandate of the Pretoria regime over the terri- 
tory predates the arrival of the Cuban troops in Angola. Equally, the 
Namibian people, organized behind SWAPO, began their struggle for liberation 
before the Cubans’ arrival. 


It is noted that Angola was obliged to resort to military cooperation with 
Cuba because of the attack launched on 14 October 1975 against its territory 
by the South African regular army, together with other foreign troops on 
orders from the United States. The purpose of this Angolan-Cuban cooperation 
is to guarantee the territorial integrity and sovereignty of the People's 
Republic of Angola, threatened and attacked by the South African racists, 

the imperialists and their mercanaries and puppets. The Cuban forces, 

then, have a purely defensive function. 


It is noted in this respect that, as history has unequivocally demonstrated, 
imperialism, particularly U.S. imperialism, by its aggressive nature has 
caused great world conflicts, unlike the states of the socialist community, 
whose policy of peace and social progress is evident. The proof is there; 
the recent events in Lebanon demonstrate it. Therefore, to attempt to 

force a link between the Cuban presence in Angola and the Namibian situation 
is to confuse an issue of decolonization with a pretended East/West con- 
frontation, which the People's Republic of Angola categorically rejects. 

In insisting on this path, the present American administration is simply 
demonstrating that it is irresponsible, insensitive and irrational. 


Equally absurd are the statements from Pretoria that it must have guarantees 
that the Cuban forces will not enter Namibia before it will accept the 

plan for Namibian independence. According to this monstrous fiction, South 
Africa is the victim and is not (as is actually the case) solely responsible 
for the climate of war prevailing in souther Africa. Moreover, how does 

one explain the South African attacks against Mozambique, Zambia and Botswana, 
where there are no Cuban troops at all? 


As Comrade Jose Eduardo dos Santos, president of Angola, recently pointed 
out, it is the People's Republic of Angola which needs guarantees that 
South Atrica will cease its savage attacks against Angolan territory before 
it can proceed with the withdrawal of the Cuban detachment. It is noted 
that the gradual withdrawal of the Cuban forces was initiated in 1976 and 
in 1979, but was delayed because of the persistent South African attacks. 
At this moment the Pretoria army occupies a vast portion of Angolan terri- 
tory and is even preparing, as has already been accused, to launch a major 
invsation of Angola. The recent bombardment of Cahama is the first actual 
sign of this criminal intent. 


Therefore, the principle of withdrawal of the Cubans from Angola is not 

at issue, because, as stated ii the Angola-Cuban declaration of 4 February 
1982, the withdrawal will come about by sovereign decision of the Government 
of the People's Republic of Angola, once any and all possibility of aggres- 
sion or armed attack has ended. According to the same declaration, the 
Cuban Government will unhesitatingly accept that decision. However, Angola 











will not yield to current U.S. pressure to link this withdrawal directly 
or indirectly to the process of Namibian independence, even if this means 
paying the price of more attacks and aggression from Pretoria. 


The parties currently involved in the negotiations for Namibian independence 
must have a clear awareness that there can be no prior conditions, because 
this is the only way to obtain a peaceful solution to the issue. It is 
urgent, then, to overcome false problems iike the Cuban presence in Angola 
and arrive at constructive agreement on all the pending items so that Namibia 
may be truly independent, as provided in UN Resolution 435. 


In any event, Angola is determined to resist all pressure, and if the attempts 
to link the Cuban presence in Angola to the Namibian issue persist, it 

will be obliged to take the matter to the Security Council. Equally, it 

will not hesitate, of necessary, to invoke Article 51 of the UN Charter, 
asking assistance not only from Cuba but from other allied and friendly 
countries to defend itself against the South African aggression.

YOUNG PEOPLE INVITED TO APPLY FOR NEWSPAPER WORK

[Excerpts] Like all careers throughout the world, journalism is like the two 
faces of a coin. In other words, each and every day it presents aspects which 
are both attractive and unattractive but which because of that do not turn the 
daily practice of journalism into an uninteresting activity. 


Under normal conditions, the newspaperman is a part of the country's awareness. 
He is closest to what happens every day in his own country and abroad. 


Consequently, the journalist is the man of whom we expect political and cultural 
experience in presenting each event in its proper dimension. 


Right now, journalists who day after day perform this responsible and difficult 
job of informing Angolan public opinion are few in number, they are very young, 
and they also have little experience. 


As a matter of fact, the almost absolute majority of Angolan journalists embarked 
upon this career only after independence without any prior technical and pro- 
fessional training and quite a few times without even having the kind of academic 
and cultural education that is indispensable in an activity entailing tremendous 
political responsibility. 


Still, the various Angolan media are daily doing their difficult job, overcoming 
personal difficulties with every possible devotion, acquiring greater experience 
through daily work and personal study. But we continue to be few in number. Very 
few, as a matter of fact. 


Generally speaking, it is true that there are many applicants for a career in 
journalism. But most of them are eliminated during the initial selective tests; 
although these exams are not excessively strict, they nevertheless cannot enable 
us to make sure that each new applicant comes to us with a minimum of acceptable 
academic, cultural, and political requirements. This is what has been happening. 
But there are many young people in Angola who do not have a specific career and 
who certainly meet the minimum requirements for becoming reasonably good journa- 
lists. This is where we have to get down to work. But where are they. Why do 
do they not come forward? Is this due only because in general, competence and 
capacity go hand in hand with modesty, timidity, and sobriety? 




















QO JORNAL DE ANGOLA will shortly start a new training course of journalists in an 
effort to increase the number of our currently limited editorial staff. We need 
new people, capable and iiterested when it comes successfully to carry out our 

new initiative which can become a career opportunity for some young Angolans who 
see in journalism a possibility for a politically and socially attractive career. 
We are thus now waiting for the candidates. We are going to make one more attempt. 
In the final analysis, journalism can be an interesting, rewarding, and presti- 
gious occupation.

ALLEGED U.S. MOTIVATION FOR CUBAN TROOP WITHDRAWAL DEMAND

[Excerpts ] At the end of the first part of the negotiations on Namibian 
independence, held in New York between representatives of SWAPO, the Front 
Line countries, Nigeria and the Contact Group, it still remains to arrive 
at the method of electing the Constituent Assembly. 


Meanwhile, it can be said that the Namibian problem are beginning to take 

a new direction because, in a letter addressed to UN Secretary General 
Javier Perez de Cuellar, the Contact Group confirmed 1983 as the year of 
independence for Namibian territory. It is also known that all the parties 
accepted a series of principles regarding a constituent assembly and a 
constitution for Namibia. 


It is known that a South African delegation will participate in the second 
part of the negotiations this week. Incidentally, the Pretoria racists 
should have taken this position before now. In their capacity as the 
"colonial power" that illegally occupies Namibian territory, they had an 
obligation to sit down at the table to discuss the matter with SWAPO, and 
not delegate everything to their friends in the West. 


As if the delaying tactics were not enough, they imposed a prior condition 
for the urgent resolution of the Namibian problem: withdrawal of Cuban 
troops from the sovereign territory of the People's Republic of Angola. It 
would not be going too far to point out that this is gross interference in 
the internal affairs of a member state of the OAU, the nonaligned nations 
and the United Nations. Thus is was that French Foreign Minister Claude 
Cheyson, speaking over Radio France International on its program "Third 
World Press Club," declared that it is "intolerable that a foreign country 
should name withdrawal of the Cuban troops from Angola as a condition for 
the solution to the Namibian problem." He added, or rather, explained, 
that "those troops are there (in Angola) because of the systematic attacks 
by South Africa." 
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The view of the French Government reflects a clear understanding of the 
situation in southern Africa. If the North Americans though the same way, 
Namibia would have been independent long ago. 


The North Americans are well aware that as long as the South African racists 
threaten Angola, the Cuban troops will remain there. This is why they are 
making every attempt to convince some of their allies that "the only 
obstacle" to the solution of the Namibian problem is the presence of Cuban 
troops in Angola. 


Why does the Reagan administration demand the withdrawal of Cuban troops at 
a time when the Pretoria army is temporarily occupying a 50,000-kilometer 
strip in the south of Cunene Province, which has been going on now for 1l 
months? 


One does not have to be a military expert to answer the question. Washington 
would like to see a hole in the defense sector, a psychological weakening 

of the FAPLA (Armed Forces for the Popular Liberation of Angola), to enable 
the Pretoria troops to advance and subsequently invade all Angolan territory.

VERTIGINOUS DROP IN TOBACCO PRODUCTION

[Excerpts ] Benguela--This year Benguela Province should produce a ludicrous 
60 tons of raw tobacco, equivalent to 27 percent of the production figure 
for 1972--a record year for Angola--when the country produced 641 tons. 


The low production rate has affected the local tobacco industry. In order 
to stay in operation, the SITAL plant, with an installed capacity to handle 
857 tons per year, has imported tobacco from Brazil, the FRG, Zimbabwe and 
Austria. After national independence, the best crop was in 1978/1979, with 
68 tons, 822 kilograms. 


Tobacco farming in the province--at least to supply the industry--is 
practiced only at the Camuvi Agricultural Complex, whereas irrigated tobacco 
was formerly grown in Chongoroi and Tchitembo and Kushi regions, excellent 
tobacco-growing areas, producing quality on a par with the Zimbabwean 
tobacco. 


Instalconsult, an Italian firm contracted to study, design and execute the 
projects for the Camuvi complex, drafted a plan of action calling for 
technical assistance, stronger technical cadres and, particularly, inclusion 
of the tobacco processing plant (FETA), under the management of the complex. 


This link would provide a production incentive, since in this way the manu- 
facturers would receive the tobacco already processed, which would bring 
more return on the investment in production. 


With implementation of the projects in sight and the resulting alleviation 
of the problems it is experiencing, the Camuvi Complex will expand its 
tobacco production to 1,000 hectares, which will enable it to provide a 
regular supply of tobacco throughout the year to the SITAL cigarette 
factory.

Certain home appliances, likewise. 
A number of children's toys, also. 


Finally, there are storage batteries which are used for an infinite number 
of motorized contrivances, and their importance increases in direct propor- 
tion to the limitations of electric energy which, unfortunately, is still 
insufficient to satisfy a large part of the Angolan territory. 


This means that batteries should not be in short supply on the local market, 
regardless of the reasons for that situation. 


If it is not possible to produce batteries manufactured in Angola in suffi- 
cient quantity to satisfy our minimum domestic needs, they will have to 

be obtained through some other means, even if we have to resort to imports; 
this may really be the last resort, but we should not fail to consider 

it at a time when millions of Angoals throughout the country need batteries 
to listen to the radio and for other purposes. 


The enormous shortage of batteries on the local market leads us to believe 
that the national production of this article is incapable of satisfying 
our domestic needs. However, the method of distribution should probably 
be revised to benefit more consumers and, in addition, avoid speculative 
deals which are now becoming commonplace with this product. 
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_ As a matter of fact, the problem of shortage of batterics in Angola is 
old. 


And, in truth, popular support for the essential and important tasks of 
national reconstruction through speeches by leaders, reports, articles 
and other programing regularly disseminated over the radio will not reach 
the great masses of the interjor if, as is habitual, we continue not to 
have batteries. 


Some must resolve this problen. 


Lastly, batteries <ve not a luxury item like many others which, despite 
being unnecessary, are regularly imported.

POOR PROSPECTS FOR 1982 COFFEE PRODUCTION 
Luanda JORNAL DE AGGOLA in Portuguese 30 Jul 82 pp 1, 3

[Text] In 1981 Angola produced 23,977 tons of coffee for the commercial 
market, we learned from Caetano Joao, vice minister of agriculture for 
coffee. 


Of this total, 13,393 tons came from the state sectior, 109 tons from the 
cooperative sector, 568 tons from the private sector and 341 tons from 
individual peasants. Some 2,375 tons were sold on the rural market. 


Although it is not yet possible to calculate the production for this year, 
since the harvest began only recently, it would be deluding ourselves to 
say it will reach the planned goal of 35,000 tons--25,000 from the state 
sector and 5,000 from the cooperative sector. 


From all indications, to insure a reasonable production rate, the state 
enterprises will have to be utilized to capacity, which necessarily means 
guaranteeing food supplies to workers in the sector. Food supplies and 
better working conditions are basic issues in insuring increased production. 
The workers of the 30 companies in Uige, Bengo, Kuanza-Norte and Kuanza- 
Sul provinces are currently faced with severe food shortages. 


$20 Million for Food 


In this regard, the vice minister for coffee reported that a program has 
already been approved, drafted in conjunction with the FAO, which guarantees 
a food supply in the coming years to the peasants working with four or 

five essential products. This food aid program will cost $20 million. 


The recovery of other coffee growing areas and improvement in the quality 
of coffee produced will also lead to better production rates, quantitatively 
and qualitatively. 


At this time, about 210,000 hectares have already been recovered, and the 
entire area should be producing by 1985. 
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To improve the quality, and since coffee is a crop that demands specific 
techniques, there are three experimental stations (Uige, Gabela and Ganda) 
for "robust" and "arabica" types. The work of renovating and replanting 
has been primitive, however. 


To fill the gap, various enterprises have been encouraged to cultivate 
nurseries. At the same time, there has been a pruning and weeding project 
to recover coffee areas that have been left abandoned to date. 


Improved Management Methods 


Another aspect that should be reviewed to improve the present production 
rates is improvement in the management of existing coffee enterprises. 


The coffee sector is one of the few that do not benefit from foreign coopera- 
tion. Production is handled entirely by Angolans, although in the near 
future it is planned to request foreign bids, particularly in the accounting 
sector, to improve the management of the firms. 


After petroleum, coffee is still second on the list of Angolan export products. 
Various contingencies have appeared, however, such as shipment of the product 
to the ports of destination. 


Remain in the OIC 


Currently, 70 percent of Angola's coffee production is exported to member 
nations of the OIC (International Coffee Organization), of which our country 
is a member. Our coffee is also sold to countries who express an interest 

in purchasing it, even though they are not in the OIC, although it is expected 
that this practice will be abolished. 


Although there have been certain news reports to the contrary, Angola's 
continued membership in the OIC is not threatened. According to Caetano 
Joao, at the last OIC meeting held in London, Angola requested that its 
quota (5 percent of total world production) be maintained, which was approved.

POOR RESULTS EXPECTED FROM UIGE COFFEE HARVEST 
Luanda JORNAL DE ANGOLA in Portuguese 27 Jul 82 p 2 


[Text] Uigew.Vice Minister of Agriculture and Coffee 
Augusto Caetano Joao, who paid a 4-day working visit to 
Uige last Saturday, observed that the 1982 coffee harvest 
is developing "in a rather unsatisfactory manner." 


During a closed-door meeting with management personnel at the Dangel plantation 
(formerly Pumba Sayi), in the presence of the assistant provincial commissioner 
of Uige, the minister was briefed on the state of abandonment prevailing at many 
coffee plantations which today are being turned into hunting preserves. 


The volume of coffee harvested until 30 June--the date of the decisive phase in 
the harvest of this product--as well as future estimated volumes, were not dis- 
closed. However, it was concluded that the failure in the coffee harvest can be 
blamed on deficient food supplies and the constant delay in the payment of wages 
to the workers. In addition, there is a shortage of transportation equipment. 


Concerning the connections between the territorial enterprises and the Reorganiza- 
tion Commission of ENCAFE [National Coffee Company], the meeting spelled out the 
relationships involved here and the levels of methodological dependence as well 

as the type of control to be exercised over them. 


In his remarks on this occasion, the provincial commissioner of Uige did not con- 
ceal his concern over the problems that were outlined and that range from "the 
harvest as such to the slow shipment" of coffee as well as the dj lapidated con- 
dition of certain plantations. 


He also devoted attention to the insufficient supply of daily necessities for the 
workers; he stressed the need for the Reorganization Commission of ENCAFE urgently 
to resolve this situation. He also urged the workers to improve their morale and 
their professional conscience so as to be able to carry out the plan for this 
year's harvest. 


The Dange I coffee enterprise includes ten units which require about 10,000 workers 
for their operation. Right now, there are only 720 persons working at this enter- 
prise which covers an area of 10,000 hectares with an estimated output of 350 tons 
of coffee beans (for each harvest). 
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During the meeting held with 28 representatives of the provincial coffee planta- 
tions, especially Northern Kwanza, Southern Kwanza, and Uige, it was decided to 
suspend the activities of ENCAFE concerning that enterprise which, as of 31 July, 
will be managed by the Reorganization Commission that was established with a view 
to working out operating procedures and injecting greater dynamism into this sectcr.

AFP DISCUSSES SITUATION ON ANNIVERSARY

[Text] Bangui, 31 Aug (AFP)--The first anniversary of the military govern- 
ment of General Andre Koligba, who forced former president David Dacko to 
resign on 1 September last year, is unlikely to be marked by a return to a 
multi-party politics, observers here believe. 


Gen Kolingba foiled an attempted coup by two ministers last March, arresting 
members of the main opposition group, the Liberation Movement of the Central 
African People, who were presumed to be party to the conspiracy. 


Observers noted that while most workers have observed a truce on the labor 
front introduced when Gen Kolingba took power, political parties--which have 
all been suspended--have not remained inactive, and some of them resumed 
their activities discreetly several months ago in several parts of the 
capital. 


But they have not escaped the notice of the authorities, which claim to have 
documented proof on the links of certain political leaders with “foreign 
circles." 


Meetings are held regularly, either at the homes of leaders of political 
groups or in places which have been selected to avoid detection by the au- 
thorities. 


But the political groups have been beset by internal problems, and the central 
African population has become less interested in politics since the failure of 
democracy in the republic. 


The central African population is 80 percent rural, with a high illiteracy 
rate. While political opposition has grown up in the towns, particularly in 
the capital, many people have returned to the land since last September and 
are cultivating crops more enthusiastically than before. 


But this trend has not prevented political activities, and Professor Abel 
Goumba's Labor Party (FPO-PT) has recently circulated several tracts. 


Mr. Goumba was arrested earlier this month, soon after another top party of- 
ficial was picked up at the airport for possessing "subversive documents." 
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The FPO-PT has been divided since Mr Goumba was appointed rector of Bangui 
University, and some party workers accused him of "collaborating" with the 
military government and betraying the fundamental principles of the party. 


By sending out political tracts, the FPO-PT has taken the risk of breaking 
the government-imposed truce set up nearly a year ago. 


The Movement for Democracy and Independence (MDI) led by Francois Gueret, 
and the Movement for Social Evolution in Black Africa-Boganda (MESAN-BOG), 
under Henri Zelou, have taken a more conciliatory line. 


Both groups sent an open letter to the central African head of state to 
sound him out on the reintroduction of multi-party politics. 


Henri Maidou, chairman of the Republican Party for Progress (PRP), is more 
tight-lipped, although party meetings are taking place regularly. 


Francois Pehoua, chairman of the Independence Research and Action Group 
(GIRA), recently appointed director-general of the Central African Banking 
Union (UBAC), has confided to friends that in future he will be less active 
in politics. 


Even though a number of central Africans admit to being fed up with military 
rule, many sectors of society recognize the achievements of Gen Kolingba's 
government. 


Since coming to power, Gen Kolingba has set up an economic recovery plan 
which aims in particular to develop crop-growing, forestry and a phased 
exploitation of the country's resources, including diamonds and uranium. 


After one year of military rule, the economic situation has clearly improved, 
and the new political stability has had positive effects on fiscal and cus- 
toms returns. The customs services are presently registering 1,000 million 
CFA francs per month, compared to 600 million per month previously. 


Gen Kolingba plans to doggedly continue the “recovery” by fighting mal- 
practice, corruption, wasteage and by encouraging the cotton industry. 


Throughout last year, the multi-party system's incapability of dealing with 
central African relaities caused a climate of social and political unrest, 
preventing any efforts to boost the economy. 


But nevertheless there remains a groundswell which could favor the return of 
a civilian government.

PRC PARTICIPATION IN TRAINING OF GABONESE CADRES

Eight Scholarships Per Year" ] 


[Text] A communique published in our 14 July issue on Chinese scholarships 
prompted us to interview PRC Ambassador S.E. Liu Yufeng about his country's 
participation in training Gabonese cadres. 


Every year the Chinese provide to the Gabon Republic eight scholarships for 
study in disciplines such as Chinese medicine, agronomy, civil engineering, 
and architecture. Candidates who are C, D, and E high school graduates take 
an examination covering mathematics, chemistry, and physics set by the 
Chinese Ministry of National Education. Because of the difficulty of the 
examination, in the past not all the scholarships have been used. 


Ambassador Liu Yufeng plans to talk with the Chinese officials about making 
the conditions more flexible so that a larger number of Gabon graduates will 
be able to continue their studies in the major Chinese universities and 
schools. 


For the 1982-1983 academic year, 23 candidates have already applied; it 
remains to be seen how many will be accepted. | 


These 23 applicants will actually be competing for four openings, since the 
new procedure established by the Chinese allocates to Omar Bongo University 
four out of the eight scholarships granted. Also, this year's candidates 
must choose between the mathematics test and the chemistry test, depending 
whether they have chosen architecture or medical studies. 


About 10 Gabonese have thus far been trained in the PRC without this Chinese 
assistance in higher education having been formalized in any kind of cultural 
cooperation agreement. The state visit which President of the Republic El 
Hadj Omar Bongo was to have made to China in November 1981 would have been an 
opportunity to negotiate and conclude such an agreement, following the one on 
economic cooperation signed in 1974. 


Liu Yufeng noted that the economic agreement will involve a loan of 50 
million yen, of which part is currently being used to construct the Akebe- 
Belle-Vue health center. A Gabonese architect who trained at Tongji 
University is helping in the construction. 


The duration of the study period depends on the field of study selected by 
the scholarship student. The first year is spent learning Chinese, in which 
the courses are taught.

[Excerpt] The Korean agro-technical cooperation mission is leaving our 
country for P'youngyang on conclusion of 2 years of intense research and 
experimentation on intensive culture of rice and maize in Faranah region. 


The Korean specialists, who are masters in the chuche methods of growing and 
their effectiveness, conducted during their stay genuine scientific work 
which included 12 kinds of experiments. The approach was to adapt intensive 
scientific-technical culture to the realities of our country and the biologi- 
cal requirements of the agricultural plants. According to the specialists, 
these new methods include all the principles which should be applied to 
achieve an abundant and stable harvest; that is, the appropriate growing 
method for the soil and season, dense and clump growing methods, scientific 
maintenance of the land, scientific manuring, and effective water use. These 
are all prerequisite steps to enable the peasants to grow plants in accordance 
with their biological nature and scientific-technical factors, and thus to 
increase production. Also, they guarantee the most effective and efficient 
use of land, the main resource of agricultural production, of which they 
maximize the yield. 


The Korean specilists explain that in order to produce a high yield ona 
limited area it is necessary to improve the soil, improve the seed, and 
perfect growing methods. The chuche theory in this regard calls for main- 
taining the soil scientifically, fertilizing it, developing good seed 
through intensified biological research, speeding up plant development, 
introducing the latest agronomic advances of growing in clump and thereby 
increasing yield per unit area. 


Doubling of Yield 


Briefly, the new methods make it possible to surpass the limitations of the 
land and to steadily increase agricultural production. This is how the 
Korean specialists were able to produce, during the dry season of the past 
year, 7.2 tons per hectare of rice and 6.2 tons of maize, compared to 7.3 
tons and 6.6 tons respectively during the rainy season; that is, double the 
current yield.

The Nas- 
robt Times said that Odinga had left 
the country on Thursday, last week, 24 
hours after his son was picked up, 
whilst the Nation reported that its 
correspondents in Kisumu had in vain 
searched for Odinga both in Kisumu 
and his home town of Bondo.

Times carried a report of a statement 
made to a reporter by Odinga over the

THE editor-in-chief of Viva, a Nairobi 
monthly magazine, Mr. Salim Lone, 
who has been out of the country for 
about two months, on a long holiday 
had his home and offices searched by 
policemen this week who took away 
some of Lone’s papers. The search was 
not entirely surprising. Lone had many 
friends in politics some of whom have 
found themselves on the wrong side of 
the powers that be. Two of them, the 
former member of parliament for 
Kitutu East, Mr. George Anyona, and 
Mr. Koigi wa Wamwere, the member of 
parliament for Nakuru North, have 
now been detained. 

When the police visited Lone’s Viva 
offices at Union Towers buildings, one 
of the things tha‘ interested them was a 
press release issued by Wamwere some 
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months ago but had apparently not 
been published. It is not clear whether 


the authorities thought that Lone was 
giving Wamwere and Anyona a 
platform to express their views which 
have been termed radical by some and 
populist by others. 

Lone’s wife, Patricia, has reportedly 
been running Viva since the departure of 
her husband and she has also strictly 
kept to her counsel over the whole 
affair. When the police searched their 
Loresho home they did not take her 
away. She is an American citizen and 
told the police so. It is not clear whether 
Lone will return to the country in the 
near future or even at all, but until he 
does so, it may remain a mystery as to 
why the law and order arm of the 
government had developed a sudden 
conspicuous interest in him.

iN the aftermath of the August 1, 
attempted coup it is not surprising that 
tales of rape and beatings have emerged. 
it was also not surprising that the 
culprits were, in the first instance, the 
rebels and mobs of people taking 
advantage of the prevailing state of 
temporary lawlessness. What was 
unexpected, however, was the reported 
involvement of elements of the loyal 
security forces which have been accused 
by victims of rape and beatings and 
other cases of harassment and even theft 
of private propeity whilst engaged in 
house-to-house searches for looted 
property. 

Reports have indicated that dozens of 
women and girls were raped and 
brutally treated by both rebels, looters 
and security personnel. About 30 Asian 
women were raped during mayhem of 
August I triggering panic amongst the 
Asian community in Nairobi. As a 
result, many Asians are now said to be 
planning to leave Kenya. Two Asian 
women — a 14-year-old girl and a 
married Hindu woman — reportedly 
committed suicide after being raped. 
But this report was denied by a source in 
the Hindu Council which for over a 
fortnight since August 1 has been 
distributing food ratiohs to Asian and 
non-Asian families affected ‘y the 
looting. 

Other reports indicated that an Asian 
father in Pangani was so traumatically 
affected by the rape of his wife and 
children that he allegedly shot them, 
poured paraffin over them and burned 
their bodies. But official police sources 
have said that no such reports have beer. 
received by them. The police 
headquarters have told our sister

publication, The Nairobi Times, that 
rape victims should lodge direct 
complaints with the police for the 
necessary investigations 

According to sources, four Asian 
girls were taken from their homes on the 
day of the attempted coup and raped 
overnight in the Mathare Valley shanty 
town. Most Asian rape cases 
were reported to have occurred 
in the Pangani and Eastleigh 
areas. One source has reported that 30 
Asian flats in Habib Estate on 
Racecourse Road, 22 flats in the nearby 
Khoja Ismailia flats and Asian-owned 
homes in Mbooni Crescent, Pangani 
were thoroughly ransacked. According 
to sources, about 500 Asians have now 
applied to go to India and Indian 
nationals working in the country on joint 
Indo-Kenyan enterprises are in the 
proses 3 sending back their families to 

ndia. [hough they have not made as 

many reports to the press as Asian 
victims, African women and girls. 
reportedly suffered even more. 

In Kangemi, residents complained of 
similar cases of rape, beatings and 
thefts. A 15-year old girl from Tanzania 
was admitted for surgery at the 
Kenyatta National Hospital after being 
raped by persons she claimed were 
General Service Unit.

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MAASAI ADAPT TO LIFE AS WATCHMEN

THE days when the Maasai 
roamed the plains with 
their cattle challenging any 
other tribe that dared keep 
cattle are over. 

The tribe prevented European 
explorers from passing through 
their territory for a long time. 
They only negotiated with their 
neighbours using the spear. The 
Maasai, a tribe that discussed 
domestic issues not seated but 
standing on one leg while leaning 
on the spear, have- now come 
down to earth. 

Today, the Maasai have little 
room on the plains to 
roam. And they do not own all the 
cattle in the world as they once: 
believed. Today, a Maasai 
homestead owns only the cattle 
it shuts in the ‘oma at night. 
And the power of his spear is no 
more. Today, he is fashionable, 
but still carries a rungu as he 
walks on the streets of Nairobi. 

House and property owners in 
the city are cashing in on the 
plight of the Maasai, by offering 
them jobs as night watchmen. 
And the Maasai are taking the 
jobs without any reservations. 

As a result, there are more 
Maasai watchmen than house 
owners in such estates as Umoja 
and Buru Buru in Eastlands as 
well as Ngummo and Golf Course 
near Kenyatta Hospital. The 
Maasai are quickly moving into 
the new estates like Golden Gate 
and Plainsview, where the only 
credentials needed for them to get 
a job is the shuka or blanket that 
they put on, a rungu and nora. 

his rush of the Maasai to the 
city to work as watchmen, has 
been viewed by many from dif- 
ferent angles. There are those 
who feel that the Maasai are 
coming to Nairobi to just earn 
bread while others maintain that 
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"Whatever Happened To The Proud Maasai?" ] 


since the Maasai have no ground 
to prove that they are what they 
used to be, then this is their 
chance. j 
The Nation talked to a, cross- 
section of Maasai watchmen in 
places like Dagoretti Market, 
Ngummo, Golf Course and 
Umoja, who gave various reasons 
for their coming to the city to 


work as night watchmen. Most 


of them were co-operative. 

Most of the watchmen are from 
the Kajiado District, especially 
the N area which is near the 
city and where transport is 
readily available. Quite a large 
number of the watchmen are 
from Samburu. These are 
actually the northern Maasai. 
There are also a few watchmen 
from Narok District. 


The majority of the watchmen. 


are middle aged, while a few of 
them are old men. The number of 
the young watchmen is 


escalating. Some of these have 
been to school. 

After dropping out of primary 
school or after failing CPE, many 
Maasai boys don’t want to stay 
with their uneducated folks. Like 
many other young people, they 
rush to the big city, which glitters 
even on the darkest nights, to 
look for jobs. 

Once in Nairobi, a Maasai 
youth joins his village mates at 
whatever estate they might be 
working as watchmen, and starts 
a the jobs that do not 
exist. When realities of what city 
life actually means to a primary 
level fellow hit him, he is left 
with no alternative but to take a 
watchman’s job, for he cannot go 
back to his home. 

At Umoja, I found one such 
youth, Joseph ole Nairoua, who 
talks in halting English. He said, 
“I have been to schdol; but when | 
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came to Nairobi to look for office 
job, I missed. I looked for 
messenger’s job, which I did not 
get also, because I had not been 
to Standard Seven.”’ 

Nairoua, after having studied 
‘‘very hard’’ and reached 
Standard Five, at the age of 21, 
decided that the best thirig tor 
him was to get married, which he 
did. He then sold a few of his 
father’s cattle and finally came to 
Nairobi. : 

In Nairobi, things were only 
good for a month, while his 
money lasted. But after that, life 
changed dramatically. His 
friends got tough, and he could 
not get any job. 

“I was then forced to get a job 
as a watchman, since I could not 
go back home. To look genuine, I 
started wearing a shuka.” 

Nairoua’s story is just but a 
part of what makes them come to 
the town, and this only affects the 
young generation. The cider 
generation has got its reasons for 
being in the city. 

The Maasai tradition allows for 
a son to inherit his father’s 
wealth. A father can still give 
part of his wealth to his sons. The 
traditional Maasai wealth is 
restricted to cattle and land. 

Most Maasai have such wealth. 


But the recent droughf hit the. 


Maasai very hard and rendered 
many of them poor. Their cattle 
died, and those that did not die, 
did not have any grass to eat. 

This forced the Maasai to roam 
around in search of green 
pastures, and some are known to 
have come as far as the city. 

One such victim, Saitoti ole 
Nkoitoi, who does not know his 
age but could be anything 


between 35 and 40, said: ‘In my 
home area near Olorgasailie, 
there was no rain, and all the 
grass dried, and my cows could 
not get any good pastures.” 

e condition of Nkoitoi’s herd 
went from bad to worse, although 
none of them actually died, and 
he could not even get enough 
blood from them. “It was like 
trying to get blood from a stone. 
You pierce its veins with an 


arrow, and only very little blood 


comes out. This was not good.’ 
Some butchers from Nairobi 
went to the area looking for cattle 
to buy, and he was relieved, for he 
sold almost half the herd. But the 
animals fetched very little 
money,and that created a rift 
between him and his ageing 
father. He, therefore, left the 
remaining animals to his father, 
left his family behind and cam 
to Nairobi. 
He felt ‘“‘good’’, when he joined 
his friends at Dagoretti Market, 


where they were employed as: 


herd drivers. He feels that his 
life-stvle has not been changed, 
and that there is drama in driving 
herds from far areas, to the 
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slaughter houses at Dagoretti. 
Traditional lifestyles are 
changing very quickly, and the 
Maasai as a people are getting 
affected. There are some Maasai 
who do not own cattle, and they 
just keep on roaming around in 
the area. When they get fed up, 
Nairobi is their only alternative. 


. Another reason that brings 
them to the city and this mostly 
affects the Samburu Maasai, 
are cattle rustlers. When they 
strike, they sometimes take away 
all the cattle and if one is lucky 
not to have been killed, he looks 
for an alternative. Again 
Nairobi is the answer. 

To va lesser extent, there are 
those who are faced with problem 
of pressure on land due to the rise 
in population. Ole Musekenya 
said: ‘‘People came from other 
areas, and bought land in our 
area, near Ngong. Now there is 
not much land,”’ 


Musekenya, who comes from a 
rather large family, is a 
watchman at Golf Course 
Estate. He said that he found 
life unbearable having to depend 
on their small land. He was 
married, and all his brothers too 
were married. They were 
depending on their father’s land. 

hen they get to Nairobi, the 
Maasai soon learn the hard way 
that life isnot a bed of roses. 
First, they face the grim fact that 
their employers will not give 
them houses, and the money they 
earn is not enough to rent any 
house. 

A Maasai journalist, Morompi 
ole Ronkei, who works with the — 
Association of Evangelicals of 
Africa and Midagascar, and lives 
at Golf Course told me of the, 
watchmen’s plight. 

Ole Ronkei said that at Golt 
Course ‘‘one is employed to watch 
a house, whose gates are closed... 
you watch from the outside. I 
there is rain, you have nowhere 
to shelter, and the outfit is not 
very well suited for the cold 
nights of Nairobi”. 

e added: ‘‘Most of th 
watchmen at Golf Course and 
Ngummo stay at Kibera, where a 
group of them rent a shanty, since 
the wages they get are very low.” 

The Nation survey revealed 
that the wages range from Sh. 
40/- per house at Umoja, where 
they may have several houses to 
guard and not more than 250/-. 
per house at the high class 
estates. 

The Maasai are employed as 
watchmen because they have 
proved to be honest. But their 
employers underpay them. 

As a result, ole Ronkei noted, 
“The once proud Maasai who 
could not eat anything other than 
meat, will be seen eating githeri 
and ugali with sukuma wtki, and 
milk to them is only but a pipe 
dream.” 
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DISSIDENT REPORTEDLY KILLS COLLEAGUES--A member of the Lesotho Liberation 
Army [LLA] alleges he shot and killed five of his colleagues in South 
Africa. Brian Emeness has full details: [Emeness] The man, whose name 
is still being withheld due to security reasons, claimed he shot dead five 
LLA members in South Africa before defecting to hand himself over to the 
authorities in Maseru.

EXTENT OF DEPENDENCE ON FOREIGN AID ANALYZED 
Port Louis LE MAURICIEN in French 2 Aung 82 p 4 


[Text] The government will to a great extent depend on foreign loans, 
subsidies and other gifts to finance its !982-83 development budget. Income 
estimated at 1,062,293,000 rupees will come from foreign sources to the 
extent of 70 percent, or 733,500,000 rupees. The local portion will be about 
163 million rupees, representing 15 percent. The main lender of funds 
(271,300,000 rupees) will be the International Bank for Reconstruction and 
Development (BIRD). 


The government will benefit from aid totaling 199,300,000 rupees for the 
first time during this fiscal year. In fact, a number of countries and 
international financial institutions have decided to release funds for new 
projects. The People's Republic of China will provide 10 million rupees for 
the building of a new air terminal in Plaisance. France will provide a 
credit line cf 48 million and 24 million rupees, respectively, for improve- 
ment of the telephone network and the Plaisance airport. The BIRD, the Abu 
Dhabi Fund and the Kuwait Fund for Arab Economic Development will make 
available to us a total of 35 million rupees for the financing of projects 
pertaining to water supply. There will also be 15 million rupees from the 
Saudi Fund, which will be used for urban development. Finally, we should 
note that the African Development Bank (ADB) and the Arab Bank for African 
Economic Development (BADEA) will provide 18 million rupees for launching the 
planned construction of a flour mill and a granary. 


On the local level, the government will take 160 million rupees from the 
Mauritius Development Loan Stocks and will obtain 3 million rupees in the 
form of treasury certificates. Among the foreign subsidies or gifts, we 
should note the 40 million rupees from the U.S. Agency for International 
Development (USAID), the 16 million from the Australian government, and the 
13 million from the European Development Fund (EDF).

We want to bring to the attention of our readers the fact that this figure 
includes the estimated development budget deficit for 1981-82, in the amount 
of 441,043,929 rupees.

BREAKDOWN OF 1982-83 OPERATIONAL BUDGET GIVEN 
Port Louis LE MAURICIEN in French 31 Jul 82 pp 1,5 


[Text] The operational budget for 1982-83 will result in a deficit of 870 
million rupees by the end of the fiscal year, according to preliminary 
estimates. Expenditures and income come to about 3.716 billion and 2.846 
billion rupees, respectively. Wages, salaries and overtime paid to govern- 
ment employees will come to 1,175,712,000 rupees, or about 32 percent of the 
budget total. The public debt will come to 1.2 billion rupees. Where 
government income is concerned, direct and indirect taxes will bring in 2.3 
billion rupees. The increase in the stamp duty on imports from 5 to ie 
percent will earn the government 312 million rupees. 


In addition, direct and indirect taxes will bring in 296.7 million rupees 
more than during the 1981-82 fiscal year, and the airport tax, which will be 
increased, will bring in 19 million. Other major income items include bills 
for telephone service--45 million rupees; the sale of stamps and stamped 
paper--23 million; income from the organization of lotteries--31 million (as 
compared to 10.5 million in 1981-82) and test fees--15 million rupees. In 
short, income from public services will come to 111,249,540 rupees. 


A large part of the operational budget will be allocated to the Ministry of 
Education--491 million rupees. The budget allocation given it for the 1981- 
82 fiscal year came to 454.4 million rupees. The Ministry of Health ranks 
second, with 241 million rupees. (See the table showing the expenditures 
planned for the various ministries. ) 


Moreover, let us note that the government has allocated the sum of 13 million 
rupees for the organization of the next municipal elections. A number of 

new positions will be created in the Auditing Department (19), the Tax Bureau 
(32), the Office of the Registrar General (35), the Ministry of Health (350), 
the Ministry of Energy (190), the Ministry of Employment and Social Security 
(304), the Ministry of Works (22), the Ministry of Housing, Lands and the 
Environment (160), the Ministry of Rodrigues Island Affairs (31), and the 
Ministry of Arts and Cultural Affairs (110). 


A number of positions have also been abolished, including, among others, the 
post of security advisor to the office of the prime minister, the cultural 
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attaches at the Mauritian embassies in London and Islamabad, the commercial 
attache in Brussels, the advisor to the Mauritius College of Education and 
the secretary for aid and coordination at the Ministry of Planning. 


It should also be stressed that government aid to the municipalities and 
district councils for the financing of their projects will come to about 
115,398,000 rupees. This aid is distributed as follows:

The allocation for the National Intelligence Unit, which replaces the State 
Security Service, comes to 600,000 rupees, or 100,000 rupees less than for 
the last fiscal year. Subsidies to religious organizations will be increased 
to 4,955,000 rupees as compared to 4,510,000 in 1981-82. The government will 
spend 296,000 rupees for the operation and maintenance of the MNS Amar. 


The budget also includes an allocation of 1 million rupees for expenditures 
and allowances to ministers participating in conferences abroad. The 
allocation for representatives sent on missions comes to 2 million rupees. 


Let us note that the budget also mentions a "token vote" with regard to the 
unemployment allocation.

PROGRAMS TO GENERATE NEW JOBS PLANNED 
Port Louis LE MAURICIEN in French 31 Jul 82 pp 1,8 


[Text] The balance in the capital fund at the beginning of the 1982-83 
fiscal year revealed a deficit of about 441 million rupees. This figure was 
established on the basis of the current deficit in the fund balance totaling 
454.7 million rupees as of 1 July 1981, and the revised estimates for expen- 
ditures and income for the development budget for the 1981-82 fiscal year, 
totaling 1,091,300,000 and 1,105,000,000 rupees, respectively. The expendi- 
tures for the 1982-83 fiscal year are estimated at 1,200,000,000 rupees. 
This sum includes provision of a sum of 25 million rupees, without specific 
allocation, in the "reserve vote" category, for the purpose of covering 
unexpected expenses. Budget income for development for the same year is 
estimated at 1,062,000,000 rupees. Of this amount, 665.5 million rupees will 
be obtained abroad in the form of loans and gifts. 


The excess in the expenditures category for 1982-83 serves to increase the 
deficit in the capital fund, and will push it to 578.7 million rupees by the 
end of the 1982-83 fiscal year. 


Income will be obtained, additionally, from loans obtained domestically in 
the amount of 163 million rupees. Other sources of income will include: 


(1) The European Development Fund (EDF)--approximately 17 million rupees, 
including a first allocation of 13 million to be received during this present 
fiscal year. 


(2) France--a credit line of about 48 million rupees, negotiated through the 
Bank of Paris. 


(3) Central Fund for Economic Cooperation (CCCE)--agreement on a 25 million 
French franc loan to extend the telephone network to Port-Louis Nord, Triolet 
and Grand Baie. The sum of 14 million, a part of this loan, is expected 
during this 1982-83 fiscal year. 


(4) CCCE--negotiations will be undertaken with a view to obtaining financial 


aid for the improvement and expansion of the Plaisance airport. The work 
will involve reasphalting and extending the landing strip, the building of a 
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new control tower and the purchase of new equipment. The estimated cost of 
the project is 90 million rupees, of which 10 million would be obtained in 
the course of this year. 


(5) African Development Bank--120 million rupees, as a contribution to the 
implementation of the planned construction of a flour mill and grain complex, 
at an estimated cost of 300 million rupees. 


(6) - (a) World Bank--this establishment is studying the possibility of 
providing a Second Structural Adjustment Loan in the amount of $25 million. 
Tne government expects to receive 150 million rupees of this loan this year. 


(6) - (b) World Bank--financing of a feasibility study in progress on a plan 
for the modernization of 140 kilometers of the road network, and the purchase 
of equipment for road maintenance. 


(7) International Fund for Agricultural Development--signing of a loan 
agreement in July 1982, in an amount equivalent to about 63 million rupees, 
for (a) providing 42 million rupees in financial aid to small farmers through 
the Mauritius Cooperative Central Bank; and (b) improvement of social 
services in the rural regions. 


(8) Vereinigte Edeltahlwerke--negotiations with an Austrian firm on 
facilities for the production of ethanol. A plant will be built to produce 
ethanol and credit facilities will be granted to finance the project, the 
cost of which is estimated at 130 million rupees. 


Expenditures 


Provision was made (Vote 30) in the expenditures category of the development 
budget for loans totaling 485 million rupees to the para-state bodies and 
other organizations which are financially dependent on the state, and loans 
(Vote 31) in the amount of 690 million rupees for the continuation of certain 
projects and the launching of the following main programs: 


Loans to small farmers (see above) to the Mauritius Consumers' Cooperative 
Federation, Ltd., with a view to establishing a cooperative wholesale trading 
center; private companies (see credit line from the French government des- 
cribed above), to the State Trading Corporation, within the framework of the 
plan to establish a flour mill and grain complex. In addition to the partial 
financing from the ADB [African Development Bank}, the BADEA [Arab Bank for 
African Economic Development] will provide 84 million rupees, and the balance 
will come from local sources. The Australian government will provide 
financial aid to the MSIRI [Mauritius Sugar Industry Research Institute] for 
the building of a cold storage facility, a greenhouse, and an "insectarium;" 
the construction of a workshop at the line barracks for the police, and the 
purchase of tools and equipment for the maintenance of vehicles; subsidies 
for small tea planters and sharecroppers (4.4 million rupees to be supplied 
in 1982-83, according to these same estimates); aid to the CWA with a view to 
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supplying urban settlements with water; and the launching of a new agricul- 
tural development project in Baie Malgache on Rodriguez, a project which will 
be carried out over the next four years, as well as the development of the 
island of St. Brandon. 


The government has also indicated its intention of holding the Second Indian 
Ocean Games in Mauritius. To this end, the French government has been 
solicited for financial aid, and for the time being, only a "token provision" 
(symbolic sum) is included in the budget for this item.

FINANCE MINISTER ANNOUNCES NATIONAL SOLIDARITY BUDGET 
Port Louis LE MAURICIEN in French 31 Jul 82 pp 1,8 


[Text] A national effort, mobilization of all economic sectors, an appeal to 
the patriotic feelings of Mauritians--this is the message addressed to the 
country by Minister of Finance Paul Berenger during the presentation of the 
first MMM/PSM/OPR [Organization of the Rodrigues People] government budget 
for the 1982-83 fiscal year. This is a budget the orientation of which has 
been influenced to a great extent by the conditions set by the IMF, on the 
one hand, and by the present reality, the result of the burdensome past 
inherited from the preceding regime, on the other. 


The expenditures for which the budget provides come to about 4.5 billion 
rupees (4,567,658,070), while state income is estimated at 3.9 billion rupees 
(3,908,300,000), which would leave a deficit of 1.4 billion rupees 
(1,448,700,000). 


What this budget reveals is the determination of the government to rescue the 
country from its plight by promoting recovery in every direction. To do 
this, the minister of finance has set forth a series of measures to serve as 
incentives for industrial and agricultural expansion. 


Within this context, the sugar industry will benefit from certain facilities 
designed to ensure its greater profitability. 


Parallel with this, farm diversification will move ahead again as a result of 
incentive measures provided for the planters' community. 


However, despite the constraints imposed by the IMF, the government has tried 
to protect the most neglected sectors of the population as much as possible 
against the effects of the steps taken to increase state income. For 
example, the stamp duty on imports, which has been increased from 5 to 12 
percent, will not apply to food products. 


ln addition, those benefitting from various types of state pensions will be 
entitled to 12 percent compensation, while that for wage earners remains at 8 
percent. An end-of-the-year bonus equivalerit to one week's wages will be 
given to government employees. The government has exceeded the IMF 
requirements on this point. Finally, a reduction of about 6.5 percent on an 
average in income taxes is planned for taxpayers. 
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As if to make clear the need for solidarity on the part of all citizens of 
Mauritius, without distinction, in this difficult period, the country's 
leaders are setting an example: All of the parliamentarians have refused a 
wage increase, and the ministers have additionally agreed to a reduction of 
five percent in their salaries. 


The national effort will not be in vain, Mr Berenger said at the end of his 
speech, voicing his faith in the country's future. "Mauritius must make it. 
Mauritius can make it." 


In his introduction to the budget policy, the minister of finance recalled 
that it is based on various factors of a political, social and economic 
nature. In this connection he spoke of the mandate issued on 11 June last, 
calling for "a modernization of the country, strengthening of the economy and 
the development of a society based on justice for all the citizens of the 
Mauritian state." Mr Berenger added that another goal of this budget is to 
contribute to freeing our economy from dependence on the IMF. Along the same 
lines, he explained that the 1981-82 budget follows the guidelines of the 
recent crown speech. Then the minister of finance stressed the spirit of 
dialogue established by the government, which has among other things led to 
meecings with various circles within the framework of drafting these budget 
proposals. He also mentioned the "policy of truth" being pursued by the 
government, which led to the recent publication of the contents of the 

Stand By Agreement with the IMF, and the provisions of the Structural 
Agreement Loan from the World Bank. Subsequently the minister discussed the 
implications of the recent economic evaluation and the effects of these 
implications on this 1982-83 budget year, during which, if not longer, he 
said, Mauritius can do nothing but submit to the harsh requirements of the 
IMF in order to obtain aid where the balance of payments is concerned. 


The deficit in this balance comes to 600 million rupees. This is the maximum 
the country can afford if it is to be in a position to borrow from the IMF, 
the World Bank, friendly countries and commercial banks. If the IMF 
withdraws, other financial sources will do so as well, since its support is 
regarded as a security guarantee. Stressing the seriousness of the situation 
becauce of this deficit, Mr Berenger said that "if we do not find foreign 
exchange from these various sources in order to make up the deficit within a 
few months, we will no longer be in a position to pay for our imports of oil, 
foodstuffs, raw materials and other products. In such circumstances, imports 
would have to be halted until we could obtain the income in foreign exchange 
resulting from sugar exports at the beginning of 1983." 


In order to meet the IMF requirement that we reduce our budget deficit by 
more than 10 percent of the gross domestic product in 1982-83, as compared to 
the present deficit of 12.5 percent of the gross domestic product in 1981-82, 
it will be necessary to combine fiscai increases and a revision of public 
expenditures, Mr Berenger said. 


After discussing otner aspects of a financial and economic nature (foreign 


debt, unemployment, etc.) resulting from the policy of the outgoing govern- 
ment, Mr Berenger came to the measures which must be undertaken with a view 
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to our economic recovery. The three goals the government will pursue with 
this goal in mind, he said, are financial recovery, a renewal of activities 
and the advancement of social justice. These are three objectives to be 
pursued within an overall policy, because restrictions on any given level 
will have repercussions on the others. One might say that this is the very 
heart of the first budget address of the new regime. It places within this 
same context the firm determination of the government to oversee public 
expenditures within respect for the law, to reorganize the accounting 
structure in order to achieve economic efficiency, which will lead to the new 
management techniques to be implemented, moving away from too bureaucratic an 
approach. 


The purposes of this new management will be to make public service more 
efficient, more cost-effective and richer in results. News services will 
play a great role here, particularly in connection with the Management 
Services Unit, which will be staffed by professionals. The Data Processing 
Division will at the same time be reoriented, so that its expertise will also 
contribute to planning information services and the management of the 
economy. 


In addition, the minister of finance is already, with this in mind, working 
on the revision of the manuals for public finances, finances and warehousing, 
so that all expenditures will be incurred with profit in view. The staff and 
the trade unions will be incorporated in seminars and on other levels with a 
view to the modernization of public service. 


More specifically, the minister of finance said, fines will be established 
for instances of corruption and bribe offers. To this end, a Permanent Anti- 
Corruption Court will be established, and the powers of the ombudsman will be 
extended. 


The minister of finance completed his explanation of the philosophy of his 
budget by sketching the main guidelines of the government policy with regard 
to the manufacturing industry, agriculture, activities with a view to export, 
and small businesses.

USSR OFFICIAL DISCUSSES LIMPOPO BASIN DEVELOPMENT 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 22 Jul 82 p 8 


[Excerpts] Very important tasks, which will make it possible 

to draw some conclusions as to the resources contained in the 
area, were being carried out from the very beginning of the 
work to survey the potential of the Limpopo basin. After 
analyzing some of the results of the survey conducted by 

a team of Soviet technicians workiny on this project in the 

RPM [People’s Republic of Mozambique],the USSR vice minister 

of water power construction yesterday told our reporter that, 
in his opinion, "this region is very promising for Mozambique's 
economic development." 


Polad Polad-Zade, first vice minister of water power construction of the USSR, is 
in Mozambique in response to an invitation from SERLI (Secretariat of State for 
the Region of Limpopo and Incomati) to discuss cooperation between these two 
government agencies as well as the steps to be taken to speed up the pace of work 
in the context of the current agreement. 


The member of the Soviet gcevernment also announced that it emerged from his con- 
tacts with Mozambican authorities that an agreement will be drawn up on a drilling 
program to tap underground waters with the help of Soviet equipment and technicians 
for the purpose of supply the population with drinking water and to develop agri- 
cultural and livestock as well as industrial projects in the province of Gaza. 


In addition to meeting with the Mozambican minister of agriculture and the secre- 
tary of state of SERLI, the Soviet vice minister at the beginning of this week 
visited the region of Limpopo where he established contact with local authorities, 
as well as Soviet and Mozambican technicians and workers. 


"The Soviet technicians," he said, "are already in detail studying the weather, 
hydrological, and geological conditions and other aspects in this region." He 
felt that the work now in progress is positive and impressive. However, there 
are some complications and difficulties which specifically have to do with the 
heritage of colonialism in Mozambique. 


"Our common task in our combined work with the Mozambicans is to overcome these 


difficulties during the new phases of project implementation and to spell out the 
measures that will permit the increase in labor productivity," he added. 
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lke cmphasized however that the Limpopo region is very complex from the viewpoint 
ol natural conditions. To promote the scientific solution of questions inherent 
in the study of this region, three scientific-experimental stations of a regional 
character will be established. These stations will study all questions dealing 
with the efficient use of the land, . 


These scientific-experimental stations will be built with the assistance of 
Soviet scientists and technicians from that country will work at those stations 
and they will apply here the lessons learned by the USSR in the area of land 
reclamation, improvement, and development. 


Polad-Zade compared certain parts of his country with the Limpopo Basin to show 
that it will be possible here broadly to develop intensive, high-yield agricul- 
ture, at the same time building new towns, roads, power lines, and communication 
facilities, as well as hospitals, schools, and child-care centers which will 
radically transform the life of the peasants. 


The Soviet vice minister also said that, during his visit to Mozambique, he will 

be briefed on cooperation programs between the two countries in the cotton sector. 
Work in this sector will be carried out in various parts of Mozambique and a 
considerable group of technicians from Uzbekistan will be involved in this effort; 
Uzbekistan is one of the republics of the USSR and one of the world's chief cotton- 
growing areas. 


To look into cooperation in this field, the Soviet government official yesterday 
went to the Province of Nampula.

PORTUGUESE TRANSPORTATION ASSISTANCE

[Text ] Portugal will provide technical assistance for highway transport in 
our country, it was agreed during the visit of a delegation from the 
Portuguese transport sector to our country. At a press conference, dele- 
gation leader Machado Rodrigues reported that cooperation in this field 
also provides for training Mozambican cadres in the sector. 


The Portuguese delegation included representatives from the Portuguese 
National Highway Department, which cooperates directly with ROMOS, from 
Cargo Transport, which supports Camionagem de Mozambique, and from the 
Portuguese CARRIS, which cooperates directly with the TPU (Urban Public 
Transport). 


Part of the delegation went to Zambezia Province and, according to Machado 
Rodrigues, as a result of that visit there are prospects for cooperation in 
drafting a transport plan for the territory. "Zambezia Province is quite 
rich agriculturally, but we found there were problems in distributing the 
products. Hence the existing transportation should be used correctly to 
permit rapid distribution of the farm produce," the leader of the Portuguese 
delegation said. 


Regarding the transport fleet, Rodrigues said: 'We observed that most of 
the fleet is out of operation, and this is where we intend to begin with 
our cooperation: to get the fleet operating." 


To this end, technicians from the Portuguese companies involved in this 
cooperation will come to Mozambique in August to make a study of the 
situation in this area, particularly of the existing material resources. 


As a first step, the Portuguese companies should present proposals within 
2 months regarding the work they plan to carry out with the Mozambican 
companies, namely, providing services and technical assistance. 


The technical assistance will be provided by Portuguese teams, working with 
Mozambican teams. 











Training of Mozambican cadres will begin with this team technical assist- 
ance; advisors will later come to Mozambique to initiate a planned pro- 
fessional training program. 


The general protocol of cooperation also includes the area of transit 
services, involving licensing and inspection of operating licenses and 
equipment.

REVIEW, CONTROL OF COMMERCIAL FIRMS PLANNED 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 9 Jul 82 p 1 
[Article by Mariamo Adamo ] 


[Text] The Home Trade Ministry will undertake to review all the existing 
commercial establishments in the country. Part of a program to survey the 
country's trade network, this review will culminate in the issuance of new 
licenses, scheduled for the end of 1982. 


According to the Legal Department, the process of review and classification 
follows last year's survey in which all the establishments were questioned 
regarding their current status. 


The conditions have already been created so that, in August, commissions 
established in the provinces will begin the review, which includes visiting 
the establishments themselves to see if they meet the requirements of the 
Law of Private Commerce and to verify the information provided by the 
merchants at the time of the survey. 


The review will begin on 2 August and will last until 2 October 1982. In 
preparation for this activity, a seminar was conducted at the end of May 

for individuals from all the provinces, to prepare them for this work in 

their respective provinces. 


The review will not include state establishments in this phase. Théey will 
be visited to verify data. 


In addition to a strict and thorough understanding of the country's com- 
mercial system, the census is also expected to lead to a reform of commer- 
cial activity regulating trade and integrating it in the planning efforts 
proposed for the country. 


To thas end, there will be a classification of establishments in the urban 
zones, including not only the country's 12 major cities but other zones 
whose commerce has the characteristics of a city. 
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The purpose of this classification is to bring an end to the disorder 
observed in trade; establishments initially destined for one type of 
merchandise are now selling a wide variety of products. 


The classification will not take in the rural zones; because of the scarcity 
of commercial establishments there, they must of necessity sell a variety 
of articles whenever pocsible. 


In the case of the urban zones, after the census, the commission will 
forward the collected data to the Provincial Directorate of Domestic Trade, 
which will proceed with the classification. 


According to information from the Home Trade Ministry, if a particular 
merchant does not agree with the branch of trade to which he has been 
assigned, he may explain the problem to the Provincial Directorate in 
order to arrive at an agreement.

BRIDGE RECONSTRUCTION--The construction of the permanent bridge over the Pungoe 
River, on National Highway No 6, about 75 kilometers from Beira, could start 
during the next dry season, a source in the Ministry of Public Works and Housing 
revealed. The start of work at this point depends on the outcome of government 
negotiations between the People's Republic of Mozambique and Holland to work out 
some technical details pertaining to the project and its financing. The construc- 
tion work on the permanent bridge, which will last 12 months, is being handled by 
a Dutch company. According to the project, the bridge will have a steel structure 
which will be built in Holland and which will be transported by ship to the port 
of Beira. From there it will be moved by highway to the place where it will be 
installed, in other words, on the Pungoe River. Right now, a building yard is 
being put up for the construction work while preliminary studies are under way 

for the demolition of the bridge that was destroyed by sabotage carried out by 
armed bands. These studies include aspects dealing with the construction of the 
permanent bridge. The roadway and the sidewalks over the Pungoe River, on National 
Highway No 6, about 75 kilometers from Beira, currently run across a pontoon bridge 
which was opened to traffic on 16 July in the course of a ceremony presided over 
by Lt Gen Armando Guebuza, the resident minister in Sofala. It took 43 days to 
put the pontoon bridge in and 80 domestic and foreign workers participated in this 
effort. The undertaking demonstrated the organized and well-planned work which 
permitted coordination of action among various enterprises involved in this under- 
taking.

BUTTER, MILK SHORTAGE--The food processing plant PROTAL will resume pro- 
duction of butter in the middle of this month, thanks to the arrival of 
about 20 tons of imported raw material, we learned from the company manager. 
The raw material will first be analyzed in the plant laboratory before it 
is sent to the production line. As we learned from the company manager, 
the quantity received is not enough to meet the needs of that production 
unit, operating at capacity. Another 20 tons of raw material has been 
shipped; the transport ship is expected at any moment and is scheduled to 
arrive within this month. Condensed milk, the principal product of PROTAL, 
has not been produced by the firm for about 2 months and there are no plans 
to resume production. According to the company manager, the situation is 
the result of circumstances outside the firm; for instance, there is a 

lack of containers (cans), which are produced by Metal Box. Although the 
company is also lacking the raw material (powdered milk, which is expected 
to arrive soon), if the can shortage continues PROTAL will not be able to 
produce anything, because it would risk having the finished product spoil 
while the company is waiting for the cans.

SA, DTA INTERESTS NOT NECESSARILY IDENTICAL

[Text] The ruling DTA and the SA Government would prefer to avoid confronta- 
tion if it can be helped, but this situation can and is becoming an 
impossibility. 


The SA Government clearly is looking to its own interests in the SWA situation 
and these might not necessarily reconcile with the DTA's interests. 


In seeking a solution to the SWA question, it is understandable that SA will 
want to harness the broadest popular support possible in SWA and even inter- 
nationally, and unlike the past, can be expected to spread its attention right 
across the board instead of concentrating on the DTA alone. 


At the one extreme it is not unlikely that the SA Government will mellow in 
its attitude towards Swapo in the hope of pulling off a UN-supervised election 
in SWA, thus being able to maintain its new-found and valuable relationship 
with the US. 


Put another way, the SA Government might now find its new-found relationship 
with the US far more important to itself than its previous stand on the Namib- 
ian issue. 


At the other extreme, the SA Government might feel obliged to give way to 
rightwing pressure both in SA and SWA on the SWA issue to come to terms with 
the new situation in SA as reflected in Germiston on Wednesday. 


Indeed, it would be illogical to argue that PM Piet Botha does not regard the 
survival of his government as supreme or that it could be superceded by issues 
relating to SWA. 


Between these extremes the SA Government can be expected to reinforce its ac- 
cord with the likes of Messrs Peter Kalangula, Barney Barnes, Kosie Pretorius, 


Justus Garoeb and Hans Diergaardt. This is the most likely of the options. 


After all, wasn't Mr Pretorius’ ‘confederation plan' hatched in Pretoria! 
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Whatever the case, it seems that whatever path the SA Government chooses, it 
must and will inevitably be at the DTA's expense. 


Unless of course an internally-supervised election is held in SWA soon and 
the DTA is able to show convincingly that it is the prime factor internally, 
it will continue to have problems with Pretoria. 


It is against this background that DTA Chairman Dirk Mudge reflected yesterday 
at the Windhoek Rotary Club in what was undoubtedly a sore and rebuking manner. 


His true feelings however were probably a lot more intense and emotional than 
he expressed. 


Mr Mudge no doubt feels that the DTA and himself have been used, misused, ab- 
used and kicked about by the SA Government and for that matter now, also the 
Western five. 


The rise and presence of the DTA served an important purpose for SA to take 
the international and local heat off itself and to rally and direct the country 
such that it suited its best-perceived interests. 


But now that the DTA seems to have had its day in SA's eyes, it no longer 
matters to SA as much. 


Mr Mudge would no doubt also argue that the situation for the DTA has been 
made impossible by the SA Government during the past year: SA Government and 
SADF officials allegedly interfering in the political process, the AG Mr Danie 
Hough's alleged refusal to change the interim constitution AG 8 and SA and 


the Western five's lack of consultation with the international parties on the 
settlment process. 


Mr Mudge siad yesterday that the DTA has done a lot for this country (which 
it has) and for which it is not given due recognition. 


And for that matter so has Mr Mudge done a lot for SWA, probably more than 
the rest of the DTA collectively. 


One therefore does sympathise with him. 
The message however is as clear as daylight to the DTA: the past was merely 
the beginning, the DTA has been thrown into the deep end and it will have to 


fight in future like never before. 


It will have to muster every bit of strength and energy it can--its days of 
being nursed are over. 


It has reached its own threshold, perhaps also that of the country.

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CANU CONTINUES PROBE INTO SIMBWAE'S DEATH

This was made known in 
a statement released in 
Windhoek this week by 
Canu Director-General of 
Information and Publicity, 


Ernest Likando. 
“The statement is 
headed: “Brendan K 


Simbwae is dead and Vin- 
cent Maswahu is alive.” 

Canu officials Tongo 
Nalishuwa and Mr 
Maswahu were imprisoned 
by the SA Police together 
with Brendan Simbwae in 
1963, according to the 
Canu statement. 

It claims that Vincent 
Muswahu is + “alive 
somewhere in Namibia.” 

Mr Likando says that 
the Party is investigating 
two different accounts of 
their President’s disap- 
pearance after he was 
briefly released in Katima 
Mulilo late in 1971 or early 
in 1972. 

The one account alleges 
that the Canu leader was 
assassinated while in the 
custody of the SAP, while 
the other version says he 
was assassinated by Swapo 
in Zambia. 


Quoting from one of the 
Alfianee’s 1982 publica- 
tions, Mr Likando points 
out that the DTA supports 
the view that Mr Simbwae 
was killed on instructions 
of Swapo’s Executive. 


REAL ENEMY

After relating Canu’s in-

Police from Pretoria at an 
undisclosed venue 
(reportedly near the 
Zambesi). 


At this meeting the 
Security police gave their 
version of Mr Simbwae’s 
disappearance after his 
release from SA’s custody. 

This involves the assas- 
sination of the former 
Canu leader by Swapo. 

(After his disappearance, 
Simbwae was replaced Sy 
Mishake Muyongo . as 
Canu’s leader. With the 
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merger between Swapo 
and Canu in 1964, 
Muyongo was made Vice- 
President of Swapo.) 

The developments as ¢s- 
tablished by Canu, are 
related by Mr Likando as 
follows: 

“Brendan Simbwae 
founded Canu in late 1963 
and officially announced 
its existence in early 1964. 
In his capacity as the 

ident of Canu, he was 
detained by SA Security 
Police as he was about to 
a public meeting 

near Katima Mulilo. 


Witnessed by “over 
1000 people” attending 
the meeting, Simbwae was 
taken to prison in Katima 
Mulilo, “and later flown to 
Pretoria together with two 
Canu members — Tongo 
Nalishuma and Vincent 
Maswahu.” 

Reports reaching Canu 
in Caprivi said he was 
taken to Robben Island 
and later brought back to 
Namibia “where he was 
kept with Vincent 
Maswahu,” Mr Likando 
continues. 

“Tongo was released 
and joined others abroad.”

In late 1971 or early 
1972 Simbwae was taken 
to Caprivi where he was al- 
lowed to visit Ngweze

township under Police es- 
cort. 

“Hundreds of people 
turned up to greet him and 
some gave hin. some 
money for his persona) 
use,” the statement adds. 


On being shown the re- 
cent developments in the 
area, Simbwae was said to 
have remarked (according 
to Mr Likando): “This is 
what we are fighting for 
and should we not have 
spo’.en out, nothing could 
have been done yet. We 
want our country to be 
free.” 

From there the Canu 
leader was taken to his 
parent’s home. 

Mr Likando continued: 
“The same evening around 
8 pm the SAP came to his 
village and parked a white 
Ford vehicle about half a 
kilometre from the village.” 

“Then a Black 
policeman went into the 
village and ordered him to 
say goodbye to his parents 
forever. He did so. On 
leaving, the people started 
mourning because of the 
last words he had said to 
them. He was then driven 
into the darkness and 
forever.” 

He goes on to relate the 
version given by a “top SA 
Security man direct from 
Pretoria” to a Canu 


4700/1828 


delegation during the first 
half of 1981 — some nine 
months after the Swapo- 
Canu rift. 

According to Mr 
Likando, the version goes 
like this: Simbwae deserted 
to Zambia _ from his 
parent’s house after he was 
brought there in 1971/72. 

Zambia Police sources 
confirmed that he landed in 
Swapo hands and later 
reports also confirmed that 
he was murdered by 
Swapo cadres with the full 
knowledge of top Swapo’s 
ieadership. 

“We even know where 
he is buried,” the Security 
policeman from Prxoria 
said, according .o Mr 
Likando. 

Canu, however, feels 
t at SA “is also responsi- 
ble for his death,” and the 
party is not convinced that 
Simbwae was in fact 
released, Mr  Likando 
states.

Contacts with Mrs 
Simbwae since 1975 in 
Livingstone were made and 
a “certain confidential file” 
on the deceased which was 
“about to come into or our 
hands,” together with 
“other unrevealed evidence 
clearly indicates that he 
was murdered in 1972,” 
Mr Likando concludes. 

He then goes on to refer 
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to a DTA publication “The 
Namibian Struggle” dated 
this year in which Swapo is 
blamed for the assassina- 
tion of Brendan Simbwae. 

“Brendan Simbwae still 

holds the Swapo vice- 
presidency even though he 
was murdered by Swapo 
cadres shortly after he was 
released from deteniion by 
the SA authorities in the 
late sixties,” th. version 
States. 
It continues by saying 
that Simbwae was sup- 
posed to be part of the 
Swapo delegation to the 
Geneva conference in 
January 1981. 

He was part of the 
delegation as Vice- 
President in absentia. 

“This manoeuvre was 
preceded by the Swapo- 
Canu rift during the second 
half of 1979,” it adds. 

Mr Likando describes 
this as “DTA _ political 
propaganda,” and turns to 


‘ both the SA and Zambian 


authorities who “should 
tell the truth of how. they 
handed over Simbwae to 
Swapo”. 

According the Canu of- 
ficial, Mr Simbwae should 
have been publicly released 
“through normal _iegal 
procedures because he was 
publicly arrested in 1964” 
when “the Terrorism Act 
was not yet passed.”

PAPER ATTACKS INTERNATIONAL PRESS

[Text] Victoria, 2 Sep (AFP)--The international press today came in for 
some strong criticism for an alleged "disinformation campaign" against 
the Seychelles, following the mutiny by a group of soldiers on August 1/7. 


the newspaper THE NATION spoke out for the second time in a week, noting 
that this campaign is an attempt to sabotage the Indian Ocean islands' 
economy, particularly aimed at keeping tourists away. 


The newspaper said the mutiny was a heaven-sent opportunity for the 
enemies of the Seychellois society to do harm at little cost, "and of 
course, the malcontents in our society also took advantage of the situa- 
tion to spread lies and rumors both overseas and among the population." 


THE NATION contrasted the soldiers’ mutiny with the daily number of 
deaths inflicted by Israeli forces in Lebanon, aggression by the Pretoria 
regime against other southern African states, repression in El Salvador, 
and with the killing in northern Ireland. 


The paper concluded that the Seychelles’ mutiny was very minor indeed as 
opposed to what was going on elsewhere, "and yet the amount of disinforma- 
tion about the Seychelles that went out in print and on the air waves 

was simply incredible,'' the government-owned newspaper said. 


The paper countered the adverse reports by saying "the truth however, 
as any honest person will accept, is that we have one of the most liberal 
societies in the world."

IDC’s Project Manager, 
Mr. Glenny Savy, told Seychel- 
les Agence Presse that since 
1980, when the _ revitalising 
programme was launched, the 
number of both settlers and 
workers on those islands had 
doubled and he expected the 
number would incresse by 
another 100 percent in the 
next couple of years. 


The percentage oi contract 
workers has increased remar- 
kably on all the governmet- 
Owned islands. Mr Savy said, 
particularly Coé*tivy and Fer- 
quhar islands. 


The outer islands which tra- 
ditionally attracted older 
workers and_ spelt ‘isolation’ 
for the younger ones were 
slowly changing their status, 
Mr Savy said. 


“The revised working con- 
ditions, proper and more ade- 
quate communications with 
the main island and the possi- 
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bility of saving their salaries 
are now attracting young 
workers who are helping in 
the development projects.” 


Though the working condi- 
tions on the outer islands are 
a little tougher that on Mahé, 
the workers are very hard 
working and very conscienti- 
ous, Mr Savy said. 


At the end of their contract 
term they find that they have 
saved more money than they 
would have done working on 
Mahe. 


Relations between _ the is- 
land managers and the work- 
ers have also improved. 


Recreation facilities such 
as social cenires and film 
shows as well as 21-day holi- 
cay leave are available, with 
the possibility, in the future, 
of a week’s holiday for every 
four months working on the 
islands. 


Though the main aim is to 
develop the outer isiands to 
increase the country’s food

Very severe action 


“But we take very severe 
action against offenders."’ he 
said, ‘because being mem- 
bers of a disciplinary force, 
Our drivers should be setting 
an example for the public.” 


An army driver who broke 
the law could be stopped and 
charged by the police like 
any other driver, the Colonel 
explained. However, once 
charges had been laid, the 
1980 Defence Forces Act left 
it to the Commander-in-Chief's 
discretion as to whether the 
offender should be tried in a 
Civilian court or be subjected 
to military disciplinary proce- 
dures. 

In practice, serious traffic 
offences such as those invol- 
ving accidents and witnesses 
were allowed to go through 
civilian courts while other of- 
fences, such as speeding, 
were dea!t with, severely, by 
the SPOF itself. 


Powerful deterrent 


The very strictness of the 
punishment, Minister Berlouis 
said, had served as a power- 
ful deterrent. 


Soldiers who committed 


offences dic not escape pri- 
son either. Under the Defence 
Act the Commander-in-Chief 
could order that a convicted 
soldier be held in a Civilian 
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prison if necessary. 


These measures, the Colo- 
nel stressed, applied to any 
member of the defence tor- 
ces, including the People’s 
Militia. 


However, militia members 
off duty were considered to 
be civilians and subject to ci- 
vilian disciplinary measures.

ter confidently on his own, 
taking off and landing safely. 


The young Seychellois pi- 
lot later proved this by taking 
the Wing Commander and 
Seychelles Agence Presse 
reporters on a short flight 
over Victoria and Beau Vailon 
Bay. 


“Before the Seychellois can 
become _ proficient,” Wing 
Commander Dhir said, “they 
have to undertake about 100 


hours of soto flying in the 
C.etak before they can carry 
Out missions safely and effi- 
ciently.” | 


Great honour 


Captain Mousbé said that 
he felt it was a great honour 
and achievement to be the 
first cf the air force’s several 
pilots to fly a helicopter on 
his own. 


Already an aeroplane (fix- 
Ed wing is the term the pilots 
use) pilot, he explained that 
flying a Ftelicopter needed 
much more concentrafion 
“You can relax once an aero- 
plane has been trimmed in 
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flight but in a helicopter you 
are always using your hands 
and feet throughout the mis- 
S!on to keep it steady.” 


Wing Commander Dhir ex- 
plained that a heliccpter was 
Statically and dynamically un- 
stable, needing the pilot's 
constant attention and skill. 


The seccnd Seychellois to 
go solo was Captain David 
Ploughs on Wednesday after 
173 hours of training in 22 
sorties. 


By the end of next week 
Cactain David Savy will be 
going out on riis Own.

But that should not obscure the fact that the firing of Dr Willem de 
Klerk as editor of DIE TRANSVALER is a happening of political significance. 


It could mark not only an intensification of broedertwist [quarrel between 
brothers] but a strengthening of rightwing forces. Just as we have seen 
the rifts in Afrikanerdom manifest themselves in sport, in the church, in 
government, so now we see them tearing at the fabric of party newspapers, 
at once the most loyal and yet most vulnerable footsoldiers of sectional 
nationalism. That could perhaps be tolerable if it were only fractricidal.

That the battle is for the heart of the Afrikaner is almost beside the 
point; the battlefield is South Africa and the consequences will have to 
be borne by all. 


It was not so long ago that DIE TRANSVALER felt proud to emblazon daily 
upon its masthead the slogan: "Official organ of the national party." 
Now one of the gurus of that party, the man who invented the term verlig 
[enlighten] and then tried to become its embodiment, has been removed with 
scant grace. His own explanation has been that the move to oust him was 
"politically motivated." It is hard to disagree. 


It is not clear precisely what impelled Chairman Marius Jooste to act as 
hehas done. Certainly, Perskor is smarting at being cut off not only 
fromthe political patronage of the P.W. Botha administration but also 
from some of the economic patronage of previous administrations. It has 
been buffeted by scandal and falling circulations. It remains tainted 
by its role in the citizen scandal; weakened by large citizen losses. 


So a combination of economic opportunism and political inclination may 
have tempted it to seek customers from a growing conservative party. 


If some or all of the Perskor newspapers are about to align themselves-- 
however subtly--with Dr Treurnicht and his ilk, it will give a boost to 
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a political cause that, appealing to only a segment of the minority white 
population, is nevertheless capable of doing immense harm to the country 
at large. Anything that promotes to a back-to-verwoed campaign drives 
South Africa closer to racial confrontation.

[Ricard] Muncipai elections are not usually dramatic affairs and yesterday's 
polling in Durban was no exception. But there were a couple of surprises. 
Perhaps the biggest was the fact that the conservative alliance did not 

pull off their threat and upset the balance of power in this council. The 
right had been loud in its accusations against the so-called progressive 
alliance. In particular they accused them of opening the floodgates for 
whites to be swarmed by blacks. This was in response to the council's de- 
cision to desegregate one beach. They also said their opponents were un- 
democratic because they ignored the wishes of thousands of white residents 
who were opposed to an open beach. 


In the event, however, the Progressive Federal Party [PFP] actually gained a 
new member and the conservative threat simply proved ineffective. Durban's 
popular mayor, (Sybil Hock), had a landslide victory against her reformed 
National Party opponent with a majority of more than 1,500. A grudge fight 
in ward eight between leader of the PFP grouping in the council, Peter 
Mansfield, and Nick Fletcher polled the highest percentage of votes--43.5. 
Mansfield won by a comfortable 225 majority. One PFP alliance councillor 
was unseated in ward seven. (Barry Clark) was beaten by a strong New Repub- 
lic Party [NRP] force. (?Another former NRP senator, (Harry Goebamark), is 
the new councillor for the area. 


But after the votes had all been counted and figures worked out, one thing 
was clear: even the controversial issue of opening a beach to all races 

was not enough to get white residents to vote in big numbers in the municipal 
election. With percentage polls ranging from 14 to 40, apathy was once again 
the real winner.

[Text] The prime minister, Mr P. W. Botha says a colored homeland is an 
illusion which has never been the policy or ideology of the National Party.

"SABC' CHARGED WITH POLITICAL BIAS

Bloemtontein--In an unprecedented attack, the government last night 
accused the SABC [South African Broadcasting Corporation] of downplaying 
official announcements and broadcasting "party political propaganda" for 
the Conservative Party. 


Making his debut as deputy minister of information at the national party's 
free state congress, Mr Barend Du Plessis lashed out at the SABC for pro- 
viding the CP wth a platform to comment on the resignation of Dr Willem 
De Klerk, former editor of THE TRANSVALER, from Perskor. 


Mr Du Plessis was referring to the comment by Mr Tom Langley, MP for 
Waterkloof and a senior member of the CP, that Dr De Klerk's dismissal 
would lead ultimately to greater Perskor support for the CP. 


"What he has got to do with Dr De Klerk's resignation I don't know. 
"Why the CP was given the platform was inexplicable unless it was the 
SABC's objective to broadcast party political propaganda for the CP," 
Mr Du Plessis said. 

The SABC owed the public an explanation, he said. 


Mr Langley said last night that Mr Du Plessis’ criticism of the SABC 
in this respect was petty. 


What he should have criticised was the lack of internal control in the 
SABC which had enabled the false death report on Dr Treurnicht to be 
broadcast in the first place. 


Mr Du Plessis said the SABC needed to "examine itself critically" in the 
light of recent events. 


He said that the false Radio Highveld report about the alleged shooting 


of the CP leader, Dr Andries Treurnicht, broadcast on Tuesday, underlined 
the need for self-examination. 
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The chairman of the SABC board, Professor Wynand Mouton, could not be 
contacted for comment last night. 


Meanwhile, it was reliably learnt yesterday that the government suspects 
that the Treurnicht shooting fiasco and the SABC platform given to Mr 
Langley were engineered by CP sympathisers inside the SABC to gain 
publicity for Dr Treurnicht's party. 


The nationalist press is waging a high-profile campaign to keep the 
Treurnicht scandal alive and the prime minister, Mr P.W. Botha, has 
personally entered the controversy to give assurances that the matter 
will be taken further. 


Earlier yesterday, the free state leader of the National Party, Dr Nak 
Van Der Merwe, told delegates that the "shooting" of Dr Treurnicht was 
the most "transparent propaganda" he had yet seen. 


Commenting on Mr Du Plessis’ criticism of the SABC for quoting his views 
on Dr De Klerk's dismissal, Mr Langley said last night that the firing 
had been a main point on news broadcasts on television and radio through- 
out the day. 


He, as a politician, was as entitled to have his views broadcast as any 
other politician. If cabinet ministers so much as "squeaked" they became 
news for the SABC, Mr Langley said. 


Mr Langley also said immediate steps were being taken to protect Dr 
Treurnicht following the hoax. There had been no similar incidents in 
the past. 


Meanwhile a police spokesman said yesterday an official investigation 
would be held into the broadcast on Radio Highveld that Dr Treurnicht 
had been shot. 


The spokesman said possible violations of the post office act would be 
investigated.

THE Ngwavuma region has 
been in the spotlight since 
the South African 
government announced 
plans to cede it to 
Swaziland. 

Following that, 
Swaziland has suddenly 
attracted the attention of 
the world and the debate 
over Ngwavuma is still 
hitting the headlines. 

Swazis have been 
wondering what all the 
controversy was about and 
also Ngwavuma and its 
people arc like. 

Last weekend 
photographer Leonard 
Mohale and myself set out 
to have a took inside 
Ngwavumea. 

We set out early in the 
morning from Lavumisa. 
People along the border in 
Lavumisa speak in whispers 
about Ngwavuma and they 
raised eyebrows when we 
told them we intended to 
drive right to Kosi Bay. 


They thought we would get | 


into trouble — there is a 


gencralair of tension 


at the border. 


We went through 28 
thorough search hy a South 
African security man with 2 
police dog. He said he was 
looking for grenades. 

While the white officer 


was searching the car, a 
Zulu-speaking policeman 
addressed us fairly 
abruptly. 

I told him we were not 
used to policemen talking to 
us like that. 

He laughed and ssid: 

“You can’t tell me a thing. 
Swazis slways use rough 
language. Everybody says 
so.” 
I thought: ‘‘Well the 
common label for us Swazis 
is docility, now we've got a 
new one.”’ 

We finally crossed the 
border at 8.30 a.m. Just 
across the border there is a 
little town, possibly 
residential houses for 
policemen and South 
African railway people. 


Further on is a huge stock 
farm on the left side of the 
road and sugar cane fields 
on the righthand side. 

Deeper inside the border 
there are vast vegetable 
gardens. Some _ people 
working in the cane fields 
and the gardens said all the 
operations inciuding ihe 
stock farm belonged to 
white South African 
owners. 

Some of the people 
working in these fields 
come from Lavumisa on the 
Swaziland side of the 
border. Everybody speaks a 
distorted mixture of Zulu 
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and Swazi — both sides of 
the border. . : 

Along the rogdside there 
were boys selling 
vegetables. We stopped to 
ask and were amazed at 
how cheap tomatoes were. 
A box full of fresh 
tomatoes costs only El. If 
our market women got hold 
of those boxes, they would 
make at least 500 per cent 
profits, | thought I nearly 
bought one until i! 
remembered about the ban 
on vegetable imports from 
South Africa. 


Contrast 


We crossed the Phongolo 
River into what is 
historically regarded Zulu 
lerritory as the road cuts 
across that area on the 
direction of Sodwana. 

We turned towards the 
Kosi Bay road. The road so 
far was tarred and smootb. 
We sped across and passed 
a South African army camp 
before we crossed the 
Phongolo again back to 
Ngwavuma, where there is a 
striking contrast. 

The area on our side of 
the river is conspicuously 
neglected and there are 
virtually mo attempts to 
develop it. Standing right 
across the river one cannot 
heip noticing the industrial 
activity across the bridge 











matched by a2 deathly 
silence on our side of the 
river. 

Across the bridge 2 
contractor was conducting 
a blasting operation near 
the fiver; another was 
building houses and there 
were scores of people doing 
other industrial activities. 
As it was still in the 
morning, most people we 
saw were crossing the 
bridge towards the other 
side of the river where all 
the activity was 
concentrated. 

We also saw a truckioad 
of singing people, obviously 
recruited workers from our 
side of the river crossing 
towards the industrial area. 
The only cars we saw 
crossing towards us as we 
waited seemed to be those 
of tourists. 

They were two worlds 
apart — facing each other 
like two small boys tauntiag 
each other. 

The tarred road ends ai 
the bridge. There is a dirt 
road on our side. As we 
drove on, the area became 
more and more rugged. We 
saw vast scrubland on both 
sides of the road. 


We drove for more than 
20 minutes without seeing 
any sign of human 


habitation except for dots 
of isolated dome-shaped 
huts here and there. Many 
appeared to have beea 
abandoned, judging by 
their dilapidated state and 
because we didn’t see any 


people around. 
There was increased 
human activity 


(comparatively that is) as 
we approached the first 
smail trading store after 
crossing the bridge. 

The homesteads are less 
scattered here. One could 
see oxen pulling logs or 
carrying sacks of mealies. 
We learned for the first 
time that we had been 
driving through the Nyawo 
area. 


Outside the shop were 
people carryiag =meaiie 
meal, malt and other 
essentials for a typical rural 
family. Judging by the 
amounts they bought, many 
of the people cbviously had 
to walk long distances to 
the shop. 


Some women squatted 
under s tree outside the 
shop sharing a loaf of 
bread which they were 
washing down with sugared 
water, with their loads of 
mealie meal next to them. 
This was an indication that 
they were preparing for a 
long walk home. 

Typical of rural trading 
stores, with the exception of 
the basic necessities such as 
mealie meal, brown sugar, 
mak and soap it was poorly 
stocked. There were 
scattered tins of sardines 
and corned bee/. 


Farming 


Past this store, we came 
ucross more scattered 
trading stores in the Nyawo 
area. They were all tbe same 
and sold the same items. 

in the Nyawo area, there 
were hardly any signs of 
farming activity. But it 
seems to be a cattle area. 
We saw huge herds of fat 
cattle. A man told as there 
are very few families who 
don't own cattle in the 
Nyawo area. 

But it seems thai there is 
not much water. The cattle 
rely on water supplied from 
windmills. 

As we drove on the dirt 
road, we saw three young 
men carrying haversacks. 
They looked rather unusual 
for an area like that and | 
suspected that they might 
be guerrillas. 

When we drove past them 
they whistled and pointed 
fingers. 

The road started to 
improve after we had driven 
almost haifway from the 
Phongolo Bridge towards 
Kosi Bay. There are road 
construction works and it 
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appears the road is to be 
tarred. 

Before we entered the 
Tembe region, we met three 
armoured vehicles carrying 
troops driving in the 
opposite direction. Further 
on we saw  snother 
armoured truck carrying 
biack soldiers. My 


impression was that the 
black soldiers were 
members of a KwaZulu 
army. 

The Tembe area is fertile 
with a strikingly thick 
vegetation for early spring. 
The vegetation is thick right 
up to the coast. 

it is obviously of 
immense agricultural , 
potential, but it is 
undeveloped -- bus 
megiected is a more 
appropriate term. The small 
vegetable gardens cultivated 
by families for their own 
coasumption were 
flourishing. Water is 
plentiful and there are 
streams throughout the 
area. 


Human activity is visible 
everywhere, but there are 
no industries and trading 
stores are scattered for long 
distances from one another. 
Even here, women are seen 
carrying loads of shopping 
and walking for long 
distances. 


Busy 

Along the roadside 
groups of women vendors 
sell} mahewu. fat cakes, 
Tried fish, fruits and other 
paraphernalia. The groups 
of women vendors dotted 
along the highway are such 
that one would draw the 
impression that it is a busy 
roate. 


At Maguzi there is one 
large trading store, a large 
veador cenire and bus 
station. Along the route to 
Kosi Bay, Maguzi is the 
cemtre of activity. In fact 
Maguzi is already in the 
Kosi Bay area. :

"Stuck in Kosi Bay" ] 


AFTER a short break 
at Maguzi, we set off 
towards our final 
destination — Kosi 
Bay. 

At Maguzi the main road 
which is being tarred takes 
another direction. Those 


hou:.d for Kosi Bay have to 
take a small hazardous road 


branching off from the 


main road. 

We started encountering 
problems. First we nearly 
got stuck crossing a small 
stream. In fact, we had to 
cross a series of streams 
before we got to our 
destination. 

The closer you get to the 
coast, the worse the road 
gets. The area is just sand. 
Our car was too smail. 
What one really needs is a 
Land-Rover. At one stage 
we had to craw! at walking 
distance because the sand 
was so thick the road so 
narrow and winding. 

The closer we got the 
more of a puzzie it become. 
First there was a sign poin- 
ting between two roads 
reading: ‘‘Kosi Bay.” It 
could have been pointing 
towards either of the two 
roads. It had either been 
carelessly erected — or 
twisted by naughty herd- 
boys. 

We had to stop and 
look for people to ask for 
the direction. They were 
very friendly. We introduc- 
ed ourselves, but avoided 
political questions. 

We proceeded further 
and our problems became 
worse. There were clusters 
of small road networks to 
different directions with no 
signs. We kept on guessing 
because we didn't see any 
more people. We struggled 
through the sand and 
entered an area of a thick 
forest. 


Inside the forest there 
was a sign towards the right 
hand side with the picture 





of an elephant indicating 
the direction of Kosi Bay 
game reserve. 

Looking towards the 
reserve, the place is a 
natural tourist altraction — 


but for the roads. 


In contrast to the dry and 
thinly populated inland, it 


is sub-tropical with amazing 
greenery for winter. 


We decided to drive 
slowler in case we might be 
driving in forbidden areas. 
We did not enter the game 
park because there was a 
notice which read: ‘*No en- 
try — KwaZulu Govern- 
ment.”’ 


. Suddenly we came to 
what appeared to be a dead 
end. There was a closed 
gate and our road led inside 
the tall wire fencing. 


There were no signs and 
we wondered where Kosi 
Bay was, unaware that we 
had arrived. After much 
consideration we decided to 
open the gate and take a 
risk. We realised that there 
was security sensitivity in 
the area and we drove slow- 
ly so that we could not be 
mistaken for hostile 
visitors. 

But we had already realis- 
ed that we might be treated 


as (resspassers. We saw a 
sign indicating the direction 
of an office. 

A white game 
ranger came menacingly 


towards us with his hand on 
a revolver holster. 

**‘Whai the hell are you 
doing here?’’ he growled. 
We told him we were 
visitors from Mbabane and 
wanted to go to the beach. 
‘*You are Swazis?’’ he ask- 
ed 


We nodded. 

‘Well get the hell out of 
here!’’ he shouted. 

We asked him if-we had 
entered forbidden territory 
and why it was forbidden. 
**You have to get permits to 
come here, where are your 
permits?”” 
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‘““‘Where can we get 
them?”’ we asked. 

**The hell, you ask me! I 
work for the KwaZulu 
government. The tribal of- 
fices are back at Maguzi 
and you better go there 
before you get into 
trouble.”’ 

We asked him to give usa 
guide to take us to the tribal 
offices to get our permits? 
“*It will take you days to get 
it."” He flatly refused to 
ailow us to go to the beach 
and demanded that we 
leave. We managed to per- 
suade him to at least allow 
us to take pictures from 
where we were. 

The bush is so thick one 
has to climb on trees to be 
able to take pictures of the 
bay itself. The water was 
some 300 metres from us. 


With the exception of the 
sounds of birds now and 
then the area is in almost 
total tranquility. We really 
felt bad that we could not 
go as far as the beach The 
thick undergrowth maxes it 
impossible to see what is 
around the coast or if there 
are any tourist camping 
sites. 


However, we were told 
by a group of Tonga 
employees of the KwaZulu 
government . working at 
Kosi Bay that these were 
tourist camps. One of the 
Tonga rangers, Mr. 
Tokozani Mdluli, told us 
that further from where we’ 
were, there were camping 
sites. 


**You have to drive a lit- 
tle further to get to where 
the white tourists are,” 
Mr. Mdluli said. 

1 asked him: “‘If I get a 
permit, can I be allowed to 
go and camp where the 
whites are?”’ 


“I don’t know,’ he 
shrugged. ‘“‘You can ask- 
that from the ‘baas’ but I 
haven't seen it happen 
before.” - 








Wher . asked, he said we 
coud not pick up any fruit 


chatted in a friendly 
fashion. 


Glee 


We finally bid them 
farewell, but when we tried 
to turn, our car got stuck in 
the sand. Leonard tried to 
drive us out, but the wheels 
got deeper into the sand. 
The Tongas ran to lend a 
hand and we tried to push it 
out. 


But the white game 
ranger ,‘an English-speaking 
man from Natal, came on 
the scene and harshly called 
them away. He spoke to 
them and then we saw them 
disappear behind buildings. 
He watched us from across 
a fence, apparently with 


glee. 


I approached him and 
asked if he could pull us out 
with his truck. 

**T won't help you, never. 
That teaches you what hap- 


pens when you come here 
without a permit. Now you 
must leave right away!"’, he 
said. 

Then he jumped into a 
truck and I knew he was go- 
ing to call the police. Sleep- 
ing in a police cell is one 
thing, but to be arrested ina 
foreign country, South 
Africa at that, is another, I 
thought. Even if they do 
not arrest us we needed to 
get out of that place as it 
was getting late in the after- 
noon. 

We pushed and pushed, 
but the car didn’t move. We 
started sweating and we 
were all alone there. The 
white man had taken the 
Tongas along with him to 
ensure that they did not 
help us. 

We took some stones and 
placed them under the back 
wheels which, were one the 
stone stuck in the sand. 
We decided that this time 
we had to summon all our 
strength and push. 
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Arrested 


We managed to push it 
up to the road, but when 
Leonard started the car it 
hit a small rock and skidded 
only to plunge into sand 
again. 

It begun to look as if we 
would never get out. 

We sat down for a while 
to think what to do next. I 
started thinking about a 
place to sleep if it came to 
that, if we were not arrested 
that is. 

The silence was suddenly 
broken by the sounds of 
trucks approaching. We 
knew it was our friend com- 
ing back with the police. I 
thought we would talk the 
police into pulling us out. 

We tried the same 
method as before. We were 
both dripping with sweat. 
We summoned sur strength 
again and sushed. It took 
several ‘:1es but finally we 
got the car out. 

We were elated, but then 
we had to prepare brace 
ourselves for a scenario 
with the police. We drove 
on towards the gate. Two 
trucks blocked our way. 
The first one belonged to 
our friend, the white game 
ranger with his Tonga 
employees at the back. He 
was all alone in front. The 
other truck belonged to the 
police. 

A white officer who ap- 
peared to be in charge 
alighted followed by a 
KwaZulu official. 

We shook hands and told 
them they had come too late 
to help us. 

We told them we were 
journalist from Swaziland 
and had come to have a 
look at the place. The white 
policeman told us that he 
had been told that there 
were two Swazis taking pic- 
tures at the place and that 
s got worried for our safe- 


We asked him what he 
was talking about. 

‘Don’t you know, the 
black people here were go- 
ing to kill you.’’ | wondered 
whether he was talking 
about the people who had 
tried to help us and were 
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stopped by his white 
counterpart or some other 
people. But that wasn't the 
time to argue. What we 
needed right then was to 
talk them into getting their 
trucks out of the way and 
letting us go. 

He started preaching to 
us and occasionally seeking 
approval from his willing 
KwaZulu official who kept 
on nodding his head. 

Finally he pulled his 
truck out of the way. The 
game ranger reluctantly 
followed suit. I saw the 
game ranger eyeing the 
policeman. When we were 
outside the gate | called the 
game ranger to ask what 
kind of animals were in the 
Kosi Bay game park. 

‘‘What animals are you 
talking about? There are no 
animals here,’” he said. 

“But that is a game 
reserve and I saw a picture 
of an elephant in your 
KwaZulu sign,’’ I said. 

He slammed the door of 
his truck and.drove off. 

The Tongas waved at us 
and I knew then that it was 
the white officials who 
wanted them to be angry 
with us and that they did 
not understand why. 

We drove off. I crossed 
my fingers each time we 
struck into some deep sand 
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and it looked like we might 
get stuck again. It was a 
good feeling to be on our 
way home. However we felt 
bad about being unable to 
actually go into the sea and 
swim. 


Shebeen 


We met some herdboys 
and stopped to ask if they 
had actually bern to the 
bay. They had. '/e asked 
them how deep it «vas. They 
said in the Eastern side it 
was a bit shallow, but that 
as you move along 
Westwards, it is stomach 


_ deep for a reasonably tall 


man immediately you step 
in and head deep some $0 
metres further into the 
water. 

I remembered that the 
whole of Ingwavuma was 
grabbed by British Natal 
because they did not want 
to allow Swaziland to let the 
Boers build a post at Kosi 
Bay. 

On the way we stopped 
over in a roadside shebeen 
and joined the Tongas over 
a drink called ‘‘njemane’’. 
It is somethine between 
banglas and naroola’’ 
beer. It is a juice extracted 
from wild roots and con- 
cocted with sugar. 

Anyway we were on the 
way home. 








GABHENI ATYACKS CRITICAL PRESS

He said the local press 
almost ignored it even after 
the King had ‘spoken’ 
about it at the Royal Byre at 
Lobsmba. ‘‘They (the 
Press) went for other news 
items,"’ he said. 


To support his statement, 
he said be still had the 
newspapers in his office 
that carried that report. 

“We had to falter at 
some stage, and in fact I 
regard our failure as a 
blessing in disguise,’’ he 
said. 


He believed that failure 
would revitalise the 
organisers and act as a 
coatinuows reminder that 
whenever given 2 piece of 
nationa) duties to do the 
aim should always be 
success at ail times. 

Be that as it may, he said, 
he was completely against 
the attitude adopted by the 
local press. ‘‘I even said to

MPS WARNED OF CAMPUS UNREST, COMMUNISTS

land to beware of

They alleged that 
disgruntled lecturers 
use students to settle 
their scores with 
government by in- 
citing campus discon- 
tent. 

They said such discontent 
builds up gradually and 
eventually explodes in the 
form of strikes and campus 
protests. 

The MPs also expressed 
displeasure with ‘‘too much 
autonomy”’ given to univer- 
sities the world over. 

‘*Universities have too 
much freedom. Students 
become _politically-minded 
and involve themselves in 
strikes and other 
undesirable activities,’’ Mr. 
D.M. Shongwe said. ‘‘At 


universities, there are lec- 


turers who have problems 
with their governments. In 
stead of communicating 
with the governments 
directly, they subvert 
students, %o punish the 
governments,’’ Mr. 
Shongwe said. 
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Subversion 

Mr. Shongwe asked the 
Minister for Education, 
Canon Siphetse Dlamini if 
he intended to correct this 
Situation and prevent 
teachers from subverting 
students. 

He asked if there were 
any clauses in the Establish- 
ment of the University of 
Swaziland Bill, which was 
being debated to preverit 
subversion. 

‘*Another sore issue is 
that laws are made but not 
enforced, I don’t know 
why,”” he said. ‘‘] will be 
very happy if our university 
shows some respect. 
Swaziland is peaceful and 
the university should reflect 
this.’’ 

Another MP, Mr. O.Z. 
Diamini said the University 
of Swaziland should be 
clear about national policy 
and respect it. ‘‘There 
should be no infiltration of 
communism or socialism in 
our university. We have 
seen it happen in Kenya and 
we don’t want it here,’’ Mr. 
Diamini said. ‘‘In the first 
place: why is the autonomy 
of a university so special? 
The autonomy should be 
treated with caution, so that 
we won’t regret anything in 
future.”’ 


Mr. E.P. Mamba asked 
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the Minister if there would 
not be too many foreign 
students in the university. 
He said such students 
would noi only deprive 
Swazi students of places in 
the university, but that they 
would also bring 
undesirable influences. 


He warned the govern- 
ment that if (0 many 
educated people from the 
university do not get 
employment ‘opportunities, 
they would’ involve 
themselves in undesirable 
activities and create a 
dangerous situation. 

Other points raised dur- 
ing the proceedings: 

M:. $.M. Dlamini sug- 
gested tax increases to raise 
money tO support the 
university financially. He 
Suggested a 25 cents in- 
crease on graded tax to 


those who don’t pay income 
tax; a 0.1 per cent increase 
in company tax for those 
who pay a 0.2 per cent in- 
crease in company tax. He 
pointed cut that when 
Canon Dlamini asked for 
E40 million in his capital 
budget he was only given 
E20 million and when he 
asked for E30 million for 
recurrent expenditure he 
merely got E15 million. ‘‘A 
university needs a lot of 
money,’” he said. 


Mr. Dlamini suggested 
that training and the sholar- 
ship selection board should 
be removed from the 
Department of 
Establishments and Train- 
ing to the Ministry for 
Education. 


‘The Department of 
establishments and training 
is very sleepy,’’ he said. 

He suggested that jour- 
nalism courses should be in- 
troduced in the university. 


He said journalists taught 
Swazi respect will know 
what information to 
diseminate to the public and 
what information should be 
held from the public.

Another Vatican source 
quoted the outspoken arch- 
bishop as having told his 
Vatican inquisitors: ‘They 
are trying to make me look 
like a witchdoctor. But | am 
not.”’ 


He is said to have told his 
questioners that he liad 
begun his faith healing after 
seeing a visition of Christ one 


night. 
‘The Star said Archbishop 


‘ Milingo’s recall was a virtual 


suspension by Pope John 
Paul Il to answer charges of 
‘practising witchcraft, 
healing the sick by unchrist- 
ian means and casting out 
the devil from people claim- 
ing to be possessed by evil 
spirit."’ 

This week when contacted 
for comment officials in the 
pro-nuncio’s office in Lusaka 
declined to comment on 
Archbishop Milingo’s case 
or whether the Catholic 
church in Zambia was aware 
of what is happening to him. 

The revelation that the 
archbishop has been accused 
of wizardry is bound to pro- 
voke strong reaction from his 
supporters in Zambia who 
have already expressed 
anger at his plight. 


The Star said the prelate 
had long been a target of 
powerful interests at the 
Vatican. 

The newspaper in _ its 
front-page story published 
on August 6, noted that 
over the past 13 years he 
headed the church in Lusaka 
he was critical of the 
‘‘silences’’ of the Vatican 
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over Portuguese excesses in 
Angola and Mozambique. 

Archbishop Milingo left 
for Italy in April after being 
summoned by the Pope in a 
letter which was delivered by 
his representative in Zambia 
Archbishop George Zur — 
the pro-nuncio. 

The letter quoted in the 
church newspaper the 
National Mirror read in 
part: 

“| have been instructed 
to communicate to your 
grace the decision that has 
been taken following the 
apostolic visitation of the 
archdiocese of Lusaka 
conducted by His Eminence 
Maurice Cardinal Otunga. 

“The decision of the 
sacred congregation for the 
evangelisation of ‘peoples, 
confirmed by the Holy Father 
contains the following:

Statistics over the past 
four years indicated a consis- 
tent trend in redundancies. 

Redundancy figures showed 
that in 1978, 69,032 workers 
were retrenched. There were 
6.304 in 1979, 5,730 in 1980 
and 4,151 last year. 

‘Despite continued econo- 
mic depression, redundancies 
last year dropped because of 
improved production aeely 
which was a result of improv 
inflow of foreign funds inclu- 
ding the IMF loan, coupled 
with considerable inflow of 
materials, plant and equip- 
ment under bilateral commo- 
dity aid arrangements."’ 

These inflows heiped 
sustain a. fair production 
capacity. thus creating stabi- 
lity in employment levels. 

The economic symposia of 
Prime Minister Mundia and 
effective involvement of 
employers created hope and 
confidence..in the business 
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community. 

The situation was different 
in the first half of this year 
and production dropped be- 
cause of lack of foreign ex- 
change. 

According to ZFE calcula- 

ons based on redundancies 
so far declared this year’s 
redundancies were -likely to 
be around 6,000 — more or 
less the same as the years 
before 1981. 

The reason for redundan- 
cies was the world-wide eco- 
nomic recession. This year 
was forecast to be a difficult 
one for most countries. 

Unemployment. according 
to the Organisation for Eco- 
nomic Cooperation and Deve- 
lopment (OECD) countries, 
was expected to exceed 25 
million. 

**Zambia does not operate.in 
a vacuum. As a member of the 
world community and inter- 
national trade markets, she 
cannot be an exception to 
the serious economic problems 
facing other countries inclu- 
ding world economic powers,"' 
he said.

During the struggle for 
Independence, it was the 
labour movement 
needed a political party to 
which it could lend its weight 
because on its own it could not 
carry out political functions 
without being banned. 

‘Today, however, it is the 
Party’s turn to search for a 
loyal and reliat'e labour 
movement to which it can lend 
its weight at this difficult 
stage of laying down a founda- 
tion for a new economic and 
social order."’ 

There were many countries 
where rulers and owners of 
capital had combined forces 
to suppress the interests and 
activities of workers’ organisa- 
tions. 

In such countries, union 
activities were restricted or 
even banned on the grounds 
that they caused stagnation 
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which’ 


in trade, destroyed property 
rights, ruined their masters 
and ran counter to the 
ideologies of the rulers. 

‘In our country, however, 
the opposite is the case. It 
has taken our beloved prresi- 
dent to work out the workers’ 
charter and their programme 
of action.’’ 

Mr Kabwe. warned that 
more workers would soon lose 
their jobs if copper prices did 
not improve to earn 4 
country foréign exchange to 
bring in raw materials for 
industries. 3 | 

‘*We should therefore brace 
ourselves for more hardships 
ahead because some indus- 
tries will obviously not operate 
at full capacity."’ 

The minister suggested that 
for workers to secure a future 
for themselves, they should 
form cooperative organisations 
from which they could earn a 
living. 

‘The crisis we are now 
faced with should be seen as a 
challenge to every citizen and 
to workers in particular. We 
as citizens must not accept to 
be overcome by unemploy- 
ment problems with our arnis 
folded behind our backs. We 
must resolutely band together 
to find a solution to this 
trying problem."’ 

The most immediate solu- 
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tion was to establish industrial 
common ownership ventures 
or cooperatives which would 
free workers from inhuman 
unemployment conditions and 
lay down foundations for a 
new socia} economic order. 

. Most workers losing employ- 
ment were skilled or qualified 
accountants, craftsmen, tech- 
nicians,. technologists . and 
others. There was sufficient 
scope to hire any other high- 
level skills to help establish 
such schemes. 

‘The idea of industrial and 
agricultural common. owner- 
shi} must grow from those 
who feel the pinch themselves 
because it would not succeed 
if imposed from Govern- 
ment.”’ 

The Party and its Govern- 
ment could offer advise and 
help in securing funds. 

*‘My ministry is prepared to 
give such advice to any group 
of workers who may be think- 
ing of establishing economic 
ventures of their own.”’

INCREASING § ancestor 
worship. dwindling fi- 
nances and an exodus 
of clergy is preventing 
the Anglican Church in 
Zimbabwe from imple- 
menting a meaningful 
programme of social 
responsibility. 

ln «a wide-ranging inter- 
view, the Anglican Bishop 
of Mashonaland, the Rt 
Reverend Peter Hatendi, 
said the Church had in 
principle always taken its 
social responsibilities 
seriously but felt helpless 
at the present time since 
it had no financial means 
to this end. 


“We are unable to pay 
our clergy at grassroots 


[Text ] 


level. Without means we - 


cannot commit ourselves 
to a meaningful _pro- 
gramme of social] respon- 
sibility, reconstruction, 
rehabilitation and resettle- 
ment. 


“This is not due to ap- 
ethy or indifference but 
simply to a lack of finan- 
cia) resources and man- 
power. In Matabeleland 
some of our missions are 
being forced to _ close,” 
Bishop Hatendi said. 

Full-time, salaried black 
clergy were resigning be- 
ceuse of the poor stipends 
they received. 

“We are losing clergy at 
ea time when we des- 
perately need them be- 
cause they are seeking 
more remunerative jobs in 
other fields." he added. 


DEFINING 


Defining the role of the 
Anglican Church ip the 
mew Zimbabwean society 
as ‘“main-bodied, under- 
lining the social Gospel”. 
Bishop Hatendi pointed 
out that although the 
change called for by the 
Government stressed 
socialism, in fact the 
Church had pioneered so- 
cial responsibility 
throughout its history in 
this country. 

“This has been proved 
through the establishment 
of schools, hospitals and 
missions, particularly in 
the rura) areas. I see the 
new role of the Church as 
being merely an extension 
of the old one — an ac- 
celeration of what we 
have been doing in the 
past. 

“We are not being 
asked to preach Socialism, 
as the Government inter- 
prets it, from the pulpit. ] 
am bitterly opposed to 
scientific socialism based 
on the fact that man has 
come of age and reached 
his full measure. This 
leaves the Lord out, which 
is atheistic,” the bishop 
said. 

With the end of the war 
the Government was ask- 
ing the Churcn to help 
by building more _ hos- 
pitals, more schools and to 
provide more facilities to 
cope with the population 
explosion. 

Castigating what he 
termed the ‘rice 
Christians” who took all 
they could get from the 
Church but gave nothing

back, Bishop Hatendi said 
these constituted the 
majority of black 
Christians. 

“I am speaking about 
those within my own de- 
nomination. The majority 
of our black Christians 
use the Church as a social 
or cultural club from 
which they derive such be- 
nefits as education, bur- 
Saries and health care,” he 
said. 

Ancestor _ worship, 
which in past years had 
been conducted covertly, 
was now openly on the in- 
crease throughout Zim- 
babwe to the detriment of 
Christianity, the bishop 
said. 


“Here again we have in- 
creasing numbers of rice 
Christians who by day 
worship in front of an 
altar since it proves be- 
neficial to them, but at 
night revert to the beat- 
ing of drums with the 
ministrations of the 
n’angas. 


“These people have one 
foot in one camp and the 
other in a second. Neither 
can traditional worship 
and Christianity ever be 
reconciled,”” he added. 


EVILS 


Asked whether he con- 
sidered the Church's in- 
fluence to be waning in 
the face of the _ rising 
crime rate, prostitution 
and other’ socia} evils, 
Bishop Hatendi said that 
non-committed Christians 
were eaSy prey. 





“Too many people have 
never taken the law of 
God into their lives. In the 
face of growing ancestor 
worship it is only to be 
expected that crime will 
incfease in an atheistic 
society. 


“I blame the resurgence 
of ancestor worship on the 
failure of the Church to 
convert our people — we 
are just not projecting the 
Lord as the Christ they 
want,” he said. 


Bishop Hatendi blamed 
the liberation struggle for 
the revival of ancestor 
worship since during that 
period many rural! 
churches had been forced 
to close their doors. 


“During the war the 
rural area missionaries 
were withdrawn. When 1 
arrived back in this coun- 
try during 1979 there was 
not one white priest in a 
mission centre. Neither 
did they ever return. Now 


the few remaining black. 


clergy are withdrawing 
because the 1975 based 
stipend cannot sustain 
them in the post-war 
situation,” he said. 


Describing this as hav- 
ing been the “Church's 
dry season”, he said that 
after the end of the war, a 
faithful few Christians 
who had sustained their 
faith surfaced ag_ the 
vanguard of a new 
movement back to God. 

“Congregations gen. 
erally are much smaller 
than they were before the 
war when people were 
confirmed in their 
thousands. But they are 
better Christians, who are 
prepared to put. something 
into as well as take out of 
the Church,’’ Bishop 
Hatendi said. 


Turning to the financiai 
drought in which the 
Church is struggling to 
survive, the bishop said 
that missionary work had 
been seriously affected. 

“Until now we have 
been more than 90 percent 
financed by white 
Christians whose number, 
through emigration or 
other causes, is seriously 
declining. 

“At present few of my 
missions are ‘taffed by 
full-time salaried clergy. 


Neither have we had time 
to hand over the respon- 
sibility to trained lay 
people. 

“The hospitals and 
schocl missiong are 
struggling to keep going 
but spiritual affairs are at 
rock bottom,” he said. 

On the _ controversial 
subject of tithing, Bishop 
HateNdi said that the 
whole question of the 
traditional 10 percent of 
income being donated to 
the Church was now under 
review. 


SACRIFICIAL 


“Black Christians have 
mot yet caught up with 
the spirit ,of sacrificial 
giving. The problem has 
its roots in the very early 
days of evangelism when 
people were converted to 
God, but giving was never 
emphasised,” he said. 

The Church was . now 
forecasting its needs on a 
budgetary basis and then 
persuading people to an- 
swer that need and to 
meet their obligations. 

“Pledging or planned 
giving is necessary to 
keep churches going, but 
does not buy a place in 
heaven.” 

In an effort to improve 
matters, a stewardship 
and evangelistic team had 


been set up whose mem- 
bers went into the rural 
areas hv invitation with a 


view to encouraging 
people to commit them- 
selves to Christianity 


while at the same time ex- 
sia their gratitude 

y giving. 

“Unfortunately our rew 
éongregations have to be 
taught. These people are 
ignorant of their rela- 
tionst » with Christ, the 
meeds of the Church and 
the needs of their nation,” 
he said. 


Full-time ecumenical 
chaplain; were needed at 
the University of Zim- 
babwe and in the coun- 
try’s major hospitals, 
Bishop Hatendi stressed. 


NO MONEY 


“But there is np money. 
Sadly our reconstruction 
programme is at a 
standstill for the same 
reason — at a time when 
.1e Government is asking 
us for more social help,” 
he said. 


“We are heavily de- 
"endent on the United 
Society for the  Pro- 
pagation of the Gospel, in 
Britain, as an agency for 
collecting funds to meet 
our needs, but these days 
not much is coming 
through,” the bishop said. 


The real answer lay in 
more committed 
Christians throughout 
Zimbabwe. 

“We are crying out for 
more but we certainly do 
not nec " any more of the 
rice Christians; no thank 
you. Numbers are not im- 
nortant any more but the 
quality of the new 
Christia~s is vitally im- 
portant if the Church is 
ever again to flourish,” 

ishop Hatendi said. 


"Traditional Worship Can Be Purified' 


POSITIVE and beneficial 
aspects of traditional 
worship could be in- 
corporated into the teach- 
ings of the Roman Cath- 
olic Church of Zimbabwe. 

in ap interview, the 
Roman Catholic Arch- 
bishop of Harare, the 
Most Reverend Patrick 
Chakaipa, said the Church 
had been conducting 
research into the question 
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of compatibility between 
Christianity and ancestor 
worship for the past 18 


years. 

“The work we have 
Gome has convinced us 
that there are positive and 
good things within 
traditional worship, while 
on the other hand there 
are certain areas which do 
aes agree with our teach- 

g.

“One ot t! positive as- 
pects which needs clarifica- 
tion and purifying is the 
ideal of respect for the 
dead which forms an im- 
portant part of traditional 
worship. 

“Do the traditionalists 
in fact merely respect or 
do they worship their 
dead?” he asked. 

Archbishop Chakaipa 
Said Geople talked of unly 
one , 


“They do not believe 
that their ancestors 
created the world but that 
Mwari or God created it. 
Therefore | believe that 
rather than actually 
worshipping their an- 
cestors they respect them, 
which is a totally dif- 
ferent concept, he said. 


Another positive aspect 
which needed purification 
was the belief that an- 
cestors formed a bond of 
unity which held together 
the extended family 
system. 


“The founder of the clan 
may be bodily dead but 
spiritually very much 
alive and so exerting con- 
Siderable influence on the 
family. 

“So far our in- 
vestigations have shown 
that in fact there is little 
true ancestor worship but 
a great deal of respect, 
which is healthy,” Arch- 
bishop Chakuipa said. 


Turning to the role of 
the Roman _ Catholic 
Church in the oew Zim- 
babwean society, he said 
that 10 percent of the 


population belonged to his 
denomination. 

Stressing thai socialism 
had many connotations, 
the Archbishop said that 
no contradiction existed 
between the point of view 
of the Church and the so- 
cia} doctrine of the 
Government 

“The Church has des 
tined socialism as _ iden- 
tifying with Christ in hel- 
ping the poor and remov- 
ing socia) injustices, which 
is the policy of the 
Government 

“We do not in any way 
identify ourselves with 


Marxism, Communism or 
any other political doct- 
rine. Neither is the 
Church merely a carbon 
copy ot Government pol- 
icy,” he emphasised. 


PROBLEMS 


One ot the biggest prob- 
lems facing the Roman 
Catholic Church through- 
out Zimbabwe was an 
acute shortage of clergy. 
he said. 

“Many of our clerics are 
aged and due for 
retirement. Young men 
are just not coming for- 
ward and this is partic- 
ularly affecting our mis- 
sion work which is at. 
present in very’ bad 
shape,” the Archbishop 
said. 

Competent young clergy 
were essential to im- 
plement work in the rural 
areas but these are “just 
not out there,” he said. 

Although not struggling 
tinancially, the Church’s 
reconstruction programme 
was being hampered by ¢ 
shortage of funds. 

“There is never enough 
money for this work al- 
though we receive a great 
dea] of help from Western 
countries, particularly 
West Germany.” he Said. 

During the _ liberation 
struggle, many Christians 
had been lost to the 
Church. People in the 
crural areas had suffered 





terribly, which had af- 
fected their relationship 
with the Church. Many 
had lost contact with 
Christianity 

“But now they are 
returning to the fold and 
our congregations, with 
reSultant collections are 


improving,” he said. 


Terming the increasing 
crime _ rate, prostitution 
and other social evils ‘‘the 
inevitable aftermath of 
war,” the Archbishop said 
Christianity could cope, 
but was finding it dif- 
ficult. 


“The black Zimbabwean 
Catholics now know that 
this is their own country 
and their own Church. 
They are no longer sub- 
missive as they were be- 
fore independence, which 
is a good thing. Ac- 
cordingly the Church 
must change its approach. 


DIALOGUE 


“We have aiwuys been 
one with the people but 
now we must adopt the 
role of a leader having 
much more dialogue with 
the congregations.” 


Describing the Church 
as being “generally in a 
healthy state,’ Archbishop 
Chakaipa said that it 
would continue to work 
hand-in-hand with the 
Government of Zimbabwe 
along the path of social- 
ism. 

“We shall continue to 
complement each other as 
long as the brand of 
socialism practised con- 
forms with the teachings 
of the Bible,”’ He said. 


Referring to the use of 
Comrade as an ap- 
pellation, the Archbishop 
smiled as he admitted to 
being a traditional, con- 
servative Zimbabwean. 

“Since Comrade is a 
foreign importation I 
s ould much prefer to see 
the traditional title of res- 
pect Va used, or Hama for 
family relatives,” he said,

which to build.” 


With these words, one 
of Zimbabwe's pioneering 
ants of Shona literature, 
arare’s Roman Catholic 
Archbishop Patrick 
Chakaipa has thrown a 
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CSO 


chajienge to writers for a 
vigorous cultura] renais- 
sance. 

In an interview in 
Harare, the archbishop 
said he thought “the need 
for writing is more ur- 
gent” in a new Zimbabwe, 
to provide the required 
base for national de- 
velopment. 

“I think that, over the 
years, we've lost quite a 
lot (of cultural values) 
because of our having 


‘ been in contact with other 


cultures,’ he said. 

“More especially, the 
colonialist powers em- 
phasised a lot of their own 
cultural values at the ex- 
pense of our African 
values.” 

As a result of feelings 
bred into Africans that 
their own culture was in- 
ferior, some people even 
changed their names to 
sound more cultured, the 
archbishop said. 

More books should now 
be written, he said, about 
the “genuine values” of 
Zimbabwe's culture. These 
should be written in the 
vernacular and in either 
poetry form or in fiction. 

In answer to a question, 
he agreed there was also 
a need to document as 
much as possible of exist- 
ing oral history before 
those knowledgeable in 
the ways of old died with 
their funo of knowledge. 

For the latter effort to 
succeed, people would be 
required whose com- 
mitment to the nationa) 
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identity superceded mon- 
etary efits. 

And a way should be 
found by those in author- 
ity to provide transport 
= other necessary facili- 

es. 

, Archbishop Chakaipa, 
who has five outstanding 
Shona books to his credit 
— Karikoga Gumiremise- 
ve, Pfumo Reropa, Gara- 
ndichauya, Dzasukwa- 
Mwanaasinahembe and 
Rudo Ibofu — says lan- 
guage plays a crucial] role 
in literature, which port- 
rays one’s culture. 

He said he “personally 
believed” that to write 
about one’s culture effec- 
tively, it was easier to use 
one’s mother tongue. 

“To write in another 
language, you're trans- 
lating.” he said. Something 
tended to be lost in the 

rocess of _ transiating. 
or those whose mother 
tongue was not English, 
for example, there was a 
risk of “anglicising their 
culture” by using that 
language to mirror their 
own culture. 

“We should boost, the 
use of vernacular in 
school literature,” he said. 
“Our children should be 
proud to be a muShona or 
a Ndebele.” 

Put the archbishop, who 
started writing in the 
1950s while at 
Chishawasha -Seminary, 
said pressure of work 
prevented him from writ- 
ing some more these days. 
“The desire is there 
but...”
